THE STATE LIBRARY IN POLITICS. 


The office of 
S tate Librarian is one 
w hich ought to he k ept clear of politics. 
T he holder of th a t position Bhould be a 
scholar, not a politician. 
H e should be re­ 
quired to understand books, and his politi­ 
cal opinions should be regarded as of no 
consequence w hatever. 
Such a position 
should not be liable to the fluctuations of 
party suprem acy. 
W hen the S tate once 
secures a thoroughly com petent Librarian 
it should endeavor to retain his services as 
long as possible. 
Political recom menda­ 
tions should have no w eight in connection 
w ith so purely literary a position. All con­ 
nected w ith the State Library ought to be 
anpointed w ith a single eye to th eir fitness 
for the position. 
I t is not true th a t any­ 
body is fit for such duties. The fact is th at 
th e qualifications which ought to be insist­ 
ed upon are extrem ely rare, and th a t not 
one man or woman in a thousand possesses 
them . 
The whole m anagem ent of this 
business is as infelicitous as it could well 
be, however. The Directors are not chosen 
for their special fitness, and there is no 
guarantee th at they w ill m ake proper ap­ 
pointm ents. 
I t is alw ays possible th a t 
th e fine library accum ulated by the State 


m ay be pu t in the hands of men who know 
nothing of books, and who, even if they 
have the desire to learn, will have to get 
th eir literary education a t th e expense of 
th e State. 
This is all wrong. 


EADS AND ROACH. 


Congress has strange ways. 
I t has ju st 
show n its inclination to do w hatever John 
Roach w ants in the waf of subsidizing his 
ships, under the thin and preposterous 
pretense of stim ulating A m erican ship­ 
building : and on the same day it shelved 
C aptain E ads’ bill for a guarantee for his 
isthm us ship railroad. 
H ad it defeated 
both these projects it m ight have defended 
th e action, b ut unfortunately for its repu­ 
tation for consistency it approved th e bad 
one and rejected the good one. 
N everthe­ 
less we have so m uch confidence in the 
pluck and energy of Captain Eads th a t we 
think him capable of floating his project 
w ithout G overnm ent help of any kind, 
and should he be enabled to go on ami 
prove the feasibility of his plan it is quite 
probable th at a t another session his so­ 
licitations may be more favorably received. 


ELABORATE PREPARATIONS. 


Six hundred jurors have been draw n 
th u s far in the K alloch m urder case, and 
only nine have been accepted. 
A t this 
rate it w ill tak e a thousand men to complete 
th e panel, and th e believer in the force of 
our civilization m ust be discouraged by the 
reflection th a t all this trouble is being 
taken for no more intelligent end than to 
secure tw elve jurym en so far below the 
average of enlightenm ent and m ental power 
as to have formed no particular opinions 
upon a m atter of th e w idest possible dis­ 
cussion. 
W hen this carefully selected ju ry 
has done its w ork it will doubtless be in te r­ 
esting to note the effects upon the outcome 
of the m ethods employed to keep people of 


positive and clear ideas out of th e ju ry box. 


A m eeting has been called to take into 
consideration the intereste of Sacram ento 
in connection w ith the Debris question. 
To the end th a t intelligent action m ay be 
had on th e subject it is necessary th a t the 
situation should be carefully exam ined at 
th e outset. 
W hen th e farm ers of Bear 
river first appealed to th e Courts for pro­ 
tection against the flow of debris from the 
hydraulic mines, th e I*Kl'OKIi UNION took 
the position th a t th e m iners ought to be 
compelled to m ake such disposition of their 
debris as would prevent tke injury of the 
lands below them . 
W e then dem onstrated 
the applicability to this case of the fa­ 
m iliar legal principle th a t it is incum bent 
upon every man so to use his property as 
not to injure others. 
From an abstract 
standpoint we believed then, and still be­ 
lieve, th a t this position is impregnable. 
B ut the situation was not a Bimple one, 
and other considerations rendered it ad­ 
visable and even 
necessary to seek a 
compromise. 
T he business interests of 
Sacram ento were closely connected with 
the prosperity of th e m ining counties, and 
it was urged upon us th a t by insisting upon 
the principle we had originally advocated 
we should entail very serious injury upon 
this com m unity. 
The conditions which at 
th at tim e controlled the situation are as 
cogent to-day as ever. 
The m erchants of 
Sacram ento can no more afford now than 
they could then to take a position of direct 
antagonism to th e interests of the m ining 
counties, which are among th eir best cus­ 
tomers. 
To dem and th e stoppage of hydraulic 
m iningw ould be to reverse the policy which 
th is com m unity adopted at the outset of 
the agitation, and to adm it th a t the orig­ 
inal a ttitu d e of th e R e c o r d U n i o s on the 
question was, after all, the right one. 
W hile such an adm ission m ight be flat­ 
tering to the prescience of this journal, 
however, it would certainly involve a con­ 
fession th a t our business men did not u n ­ 
derstand th eir own interests. 
I t is further 
necessary to inquire, before proposing so 
radical a change of policy, w hether such a 
proposition would have any prospect of 
success if p u t before the Legislature. 
W e 
have already m ade th a t inquiry, and we 
are perm itted to state, upon th e authority 
of Senator Sears, who is acknow ledged to 
be th e leader of th e m ovem ent for the re ­ 
peal of the debris bill, th a t it would be 
impossible to obtain more th an ten votes 
in the Senate for a bill looking to in ter­ 
ference of any kind w ith hydraulic mining. 
It appears therefore, (1) th a t the business 
interests of Sacram ento have alw ays ren­ 
dered it highly injudicious for th is com­ 
m unity to dem and th e cessation of hy­ 
draulic m ining ; and, (2) th a t even if Sac­ 
ram ento should reverse its deliberately 
adopted and w ell-grounded business policy 


íd this regard, it w ould be impossible to 
obtain the end sought by legislation a t this 
time. 


W e come now to the question of repeal­ 
ing the debris bill. 
There are, we are 
aware, certain residents of this city who 
th in k th a t w hatever funds th e city can 
spare ought to be devoted exclusively to 
the strengthening of its own defenses, and 
who are consequently opposed to any com­ 
prehensive plan of relief and protection. 
I t doe3 not appear to us th at this is a ditii 
cult question. 
I t m ight be good policy to 
adopt the course indicated if Sacram ento 
was capable of self-subsistence ; if, th a t is 
to say, it m attered nothing to her w hether 
the Sacram ento valley was destroyed or 
not. 
B ut th is is not th e case. Sacram ento 
is entirely dependent for her prosperity 
upon th e prosperity of the surrounding 
country, and therefore she cannot afford to 
sh u t her eyes 
to 
th e dangers 
which 
th reaten her neighbors, nor can she save 
herself by confining all her efforts to the 
im provem ent of h er own defenses. 
Should 
she do so we should perhaps have in a few 
years an im pregnable levee system , b ut by 
the tim e it was com pleted we should have 
ceased to possess anything w orth protect­ 
ing. 
If th e debris bill is repealed, and 
hydraulic m ining is not checked, it is very 
plain th a t the whole of the valley outside 
our city lim its will be left to the mercy7 of 
floods which will in th e natural course of 
things become more destructive every w in­ 
ter. 
Thus our trade w ould be sw ept away, 
and when a t length the valley above and 
below us had been rendered uninhabitable, 
we should realize, too late, th a t the princi­ 
ple of com m unity interest is after ail the 
only sound one. 
B ut this is not all. 
The repeal of the 
debris A ct means th e abandonm ent of all 
remedial agencies. 
I t means the surrender 
of our rivers to the destructive forces now 
a t work upon them . 
And it m ust be real­ 
ized th a t if these forces are unchecked it 
will become necessary for us to raise our 
levees higher and higher year after y7ear, 
until at last we have reached a situation 
in which the slightest disaster to our de­ 
fenses will involve the destruction of the 
city. 
W e cannot, therefore, hope to free 
ourselves from th e difficulties which sur­ 
round us by a policy of isolation, and this 
consideration ought to dem onstrate the 
futility of try in g to solve the problem by 
the m ethods proposed. 
Supposing even th a t it was possible to 
bring about the suspension of hydraulic 
mining—if not by legislation, by judicial 
injunction—this would not m eet the exi­ 
gencies of th e case. 
W e should then lose 
all the trade of th e m ining counties, to 
begin w ith ; and we should still have to 
cope w ith th e debris which has already- 
left the mines and Í3 w orking its way 
down to the valley : and which, as the 
engineers tell us, is of itself sufficient in 
quantity to ruin th e whole valley. 
M ore­ 
over, in th a t event, we should no longer 
have any help from th e m iners in m eeting 
the evil. 
They could n ot be m ade to con­ 
tribute to our relief after th ey had been 
driven out of business, b u t the mischief 
they had done w ould remain after them 
for years, and th e residents in the valley 
would have to defend them selves a t th eir 
own sole expense against all its conse­ 
quences. 


The repeal of th e debris bill, therefore, 
and the stoppage of hydraulic m ining, are 
propositions neither of w hich can obviate 
the necessity of taking steps to rem edy the 
evils already- done, and being done. 
The 
situation of Sacram ento is such th a t she 
cannot afford to isolate herself, or to es­ 
pouse a policy which m ust result in dim in­ 
ishing her own trade, and consequently her 
own prosperity. 
H er interests are inextri­ 
cably bound up w ith those of the entire Sac. 
ram ento valley, and she can only do justice 
to herself and her connections by adhering 


to th e m ost liberal and comprehensive 
remedial measures. 
It is necessary to insist on th e vital consid­ 
eration th a t nothing further can be ex­ 
pected from th e present Legislature than 
the repeal of th e debris bill. 
I t follows 
th a t all talk of stopping hydraulic m ining, 
as a supplem ent to such a stop, is idle. 
If 
the debris bill is repealed all action in the 
premises will assuredly stop there, so far 
as th e Legislature is concerned, and we 
should then have the original situation ag­ 
gravated by- the u tte r w aste of half a m ill­ 
ion dollars of th e public revenue. 
The 
position of 
Sacram ento 
would be very 
much worse then th an before. 
She would 
have no security for the future. 
A nd in 
the attem p t to save herself a m ere trifle 
she would have eutailed upon herself enor­ 
mous expenditures, w ith no substantial 
guarantee th a t even thoBe expenditures 
would preserve her eventually. 
In short, from w hatever standpoint the 
question is regarded it seems to be the 
part of wisdom to stand firmly- by the 
m easures which have been devised for the 
relief of the valley. 
I t may become nec­ 
essary to stop hydraulic m ining finally, 
bu t it would be folly to attem p t th a t course 
under the present conditions, and in the 
face of certain failure, or to abandon a 
clear advantage for th e shadow of an u n ­ 
attainable 
good. 
W henever 
hydraulic 
mining can be stopped w ithout injury to 
Sacram ento, and w ithout prejudice to the 
rem edial m easures th e carrying out of 
which is necessary w hether it is or is not 
stopped, th e R e c o r d - U n io n will be found 
in favor of such a course. 
The general in­ 
terests of the com m unity, however, should 
at all tim es be param ount in m atters of this 
kind, and we have given our reasons for 
believing th a t the tim e has not y et arrived 
when it is possible to urge such a policy 
w ith any hope of success, or w ithout in ­ 
curring dangers and injuries far outw eigh­ 
ing any conceivable benefit to be derived 
from th e experim ent.

S a n t a B a r b a r a . February

testimony in the G ray case was closed yester­ 
day. 
The entire case of the defense rested 
upon the testim ony of Gray, that he shot 
Glancey accidentally. 
He professes to have 
entertained the warmest regard for the de­ 
ceased, and was affected to tears while speak 
ing of his regret for the accident. 
He says 
he has lived in Santa Barbara since 181Í9. 
Knew Stearns, and knew Glancey from a 
week after he came here. In September, 1875, 
there was a prim ary election, iu which John 
P . Stearns and J . T. Richards were opposing 
candidates for the office of Mayor. 
Gray 
used his influence for Richards, and was suc­ 
cessful in electing him. 
He gave a narration 
of events up to the 24th of September last. 
Ou the morning of the 25th he saw Stearns 
and Tibbetts, and called to Stearns and de­ 
manded a retraction of the article. 
Stearns 
refused, and Grav swore about it. 
H e told 
Stearns, “ You know I mean w hat I say. 
H atch came to see him and remonstrated with 
him. 
G ray told H atch all he wanted was a 
retractioñ. 
H e went to Loomis' and selected 
a whip. 
H e went up street and saw Glan­ 
cey. 
He came toward w itness; told him 
he was responsible for anything that appeared 
in the Friss. 
Glaucey took witness by the 
coat, who told him to let go, when Jenkins 
separated them. 
They were at the corner of 
the door. 
Gray declares that when the shot 
was fired it was an accidental discharge. 
He 
claims th at he had the pistol in his hand ex­ 
pecting an attack from Glancey, and was 
ready to defend himself in case a violent a t­ 
tack was made. 
B ut as Glancey returned 
through the side door of the entrance, his 
pistol accidentally went off. 
He did not be­ 
lieve Glancey responsible for the article, and 
says th at no man living regrets Glancey’s 
death more than he, and that John P. Stearns 
is the man who is responsible for Glancey s 
death. 
He admitted, on cross-examination, 
to have been angry at deceased because he 
claimed to be responsible for the article, be­ 
cause of the epithets applied and because of 
the assault made upon him, but denies that 
be entertained any idea of shooting Glancey. 
The defense claim that the groove in the 
door-jamb made by the bullet before entering 
Glancey’s body corroborates G ray’s state­ 
ment, and shows th at the pistol was not 
[jointed at the deceased. 
Iu rebuttal the 
prosecution introduced 
Charles E. Huse, an attorney, who related a 
conversation in which Gray had told him th at 
if he discovered the author of the article he 
would kill him. 
Ulancey having avowed its 
anthorship, the prosecution claimed the threat 
was duly executed. 
Thomas made the opening argument for the 
prosecution last evening. 
Canfield followed 
tor the defense to-day. 
Thornton closed for 
the defense, and Jones closed for the prose­ 
cution. 
The jury went out at 5 o’clock. 
Judge 
Denson delivered a charge at considerable 
length, and told the jury in substance th at if 
the defendant’s story be true their verdict 
should be manslaughter.

LOCAL INTEUJCENCE. 


T he W rong W arehouse. — A singular 
mistake in relation to a quantity of wheat oc- 
curre<l a few days since up the river. Marion 
Higgs, .Tr., had a large quantity nicely gTadea 
and stored in Howell’s warehouse. 
Another 
man, who hail wheat in H y att’s warehouse, a 
short distance from there, sold 3,600 sacks to 
a party in San Francisco, and a steamer was 
sent up after it. 
The Captain, mistaking 
the place where the grain was warehoused, 
proceeded to Howell’s, and the keet»er, not 
noticing th at the order was upon H y att’s, 
permitted 3,600 sacks of the wheat belonging 
to Mr. Biggs to be loaded and taken to San 
Francisco. 
A gentleman, noticing Mr. Biggs' 
mark on the sacks at the wharf in that city, 
and meeting him soon after at that place, 
asked how much he got for his wheat. 
Mr. 
Biggs replied th at he had sold noue, where- 
uoon the gentleman mentioned seeing a barge 
of wheat with his mark upon the sacks. 
U pon going to the wharf he found his wheat 
as stated, and which was about to be loaded 
into a ship for Europe. Upon learning the facts 
and the mistake which had been made, the 
transportation company proposed to correct 
the m istake by returning the wheat to the ware­ 
house from which it was taken, but this Mr. 
Biggs would not accept, as he claimed the 
various gra ’e ; had been mixed together in 
shipment, and on account of the loss in 
weight which is known t > accompany the 
handling ■ f grain to and from warehouses and 
ve-'sels. 
H e offered to accept the highest 
price that had previously been tendered him 
for his wheat, but this was above the present 
rates, and such a settlement of the m atter 
was refused by the transportation! company. 
M r. Biggs thereupon declined to have any­ 
thing further to do with the wheat, and 
looks for its equivalent to the warehouseman, 
where he left it in store, and the warehouse­ 
m an in turn demands reparation from the 
company that took it away, and thus the 
m atter remains at present in this triangular 
shape.

A Clear H istorical S tatem en t—The Facts 
and Figures. 


Public attention having been recently at­ 
tracted to the subject of the funded debt of 
the city, it is well th at the city taxpayers be 
correctly advised as to the facts and is to the 
condition of the debt, and the obligathns of 
the city and the duty of the Trustees. 
By 
the A ct known as the “ Consolidation Act, 
passed April 24, 1858,” the government of 
the. city and county was united in one munic­ 
ipal corporation, and so continued until the 
25th day of April, 1863, when the Consolida­ 
tion A ct was repealed, and the two govern­ 
ments again separately established. 
The funded debt was created by the A ct of 
April 14, 1858—th at is to say, the debt had 
been created before that time for all city pur­ 
poses, including the sfiecial debt for estab­ 
lishing the City W ater W orks, and was then 
funded under the authority tff that Act. The 
aggregate amount thus funded was, in round 
numbers, $1,600,000 in bonds, with six per 
cent, per annum coupons attached—$400,000 
to m aiure in 1888, $400,000 in 1893, $400,000 
in 1898, and $400,000 in ^1903. 
A t about the 
time these bonds were issued, or soon after, 
by some arrangem ent between the city and 
the holders $59,100 of these bonds were re­ 
deemed and canceled, as follows: $3,000 of 
the bonds m aturing iu 1888, $4,400 of those 
maturing in 1S93, $10,000 of those maturing 
in 1898. and $41,700 of those m aturing iu 
1903. 
It may therefore be stated th at the 
funded debt started at some date prior to 
18(10, with a principal of 81,540,700. 
The A ct of 1858, by which the debt was 
funded, was a contract between the city and 
the creditors, in which was provided the pre­ 
cise manner in which and the exact means by 
which the bonds ai.d the interest coupons 
were to he paid. 
In brief, the A ct provided 
th at 55 cents in each 100 cents of an annual 
tax upon city property, together with 55 per 
cent, of the income from water rates, licensis, 
harbor dues and fines iu the Police Court, 
should be set apart in a sinking fund for the 
payment of the annual interest, and redemp­ 
tion of the priucipal of the bonds. 
In pass-, 
ing it may be stated as a fact, which is well 
known, that the city has only partially ful­ 
filled this obligation. 
The A ct of April 25. 1863, by which the 
city was rechartered, re-enacted all the pro­ 
visions of the A ct of 1858 relating to the 
funded debt, it may be a fact worthy of note 
here, th at in 1858, when the city entered into 
the above contract, the total assessed value of 
its tax ible property was $10,251.579, within 
a small amount as much as it was in 1880, 
when it was $10,504,225 ; and th at in 1863, 
when it affirmed the contract, its total as­ 
sessed value of taxable property was only 
$5.533,710. and did not reach $6 000.000 until 
after the year 1868 
A nother fa c t; The city 
has never since 18C2 put into the sinking 
fund provided for the paym ent of the funded 
debt the 55 per cent, of 1 per cent, provided 
by the Acts of 1S58 and 1863, except twice— 
once in 1863 and once in 1867—though it has 
never failed to put in the fund a less amount, 
running generally at about two-fifths of the 
amount required. 
In 1872 an A ct was passed creating a Board 
of Fund Commissioners and authorizing the 
city to raise a special annual tax not exceed­ 
ing 35 cents, the proceeds of which should be 
devoted to the purchase of bonds of the 
funded debt at a price not exceeding 35 per 
cent, of the par value, and of coupons a t any 
price not exceeding par value. 
LTnder this 
Act the city has succeeded in redeeming the 
following amounts of bonds : Of those m atur­ 
ing in 1888, $75,100; in 1893, $106.400; in 
1898, $132.900: in 1903, $162,500 ; 
total, 
$476,900—thus reducing the amount of the 
principal of the outstanding debt to $1,063,- 
s00. 
I t will be seen by consulting t ie figures 
that there remains outstanding of the bonds 
of 1888, $321,900; of the bonds of 1893, 
$289,200; of the bonds of 1898 $257,100; and 
of the bonds of 1903. 8193,600. 
I t appears 
that the proceeds of this special tax collected 
during the past eight years has been mainly 
devoted to buying in boods maturing in 1898 
and 1903, instead of those maturing in 1888 
and 1893. The policy of this is perhaps ques­ 
tionable, in view of the probability that the 
generation which will control the destinies of 
Sacramento in the next century will be more 
able to handle the portion of the debt 
justly 
assigned 
to 
them 
than 
we. 
There have also been redeemed under the 
Act of 1872 interest coupons to the amount 
of $264,022. 
There were prior to the 1st of 
January, 1881, $021 826 of past-due unpaid 
interest coupons. 
Of these $300,00(1 became 
due prior to the 1st of January, 1877, and 
being more thau four years past due it is 
supposed that amount is outlawed in ease the 
city should plead the statute of limitation, 
though this is a disputed question. 
Leaving 
out of tie account this $300,000 of supposed 
outlawed coupons, 
there remains due of 
coupons not, claimed to he outlawed, the 
sum of $321,826, which, added to the out­ 
standing principal of $1,063,800, makes the 
total amount $1,385,626. 
Tliis large ac­ 
cumulation of interest has resulted from the 
failure of the city in years past to plací the 
agreed amount, of taxes in the sinking fund. 
The A ct of 1872 was devised to obviate this 
delinquency, and has been a partial success. 
B ut that A ct is of no further use for the pur­ 
pose of buying in bonds, as no more bonds 
can be purchased a t the rate of 35 cents, 
therein limited. 
To meet the current annual interest now 
fading due requires only the anuual sum of 
$63,828. 
B ut the m atter which causes the 
embarrassment of the city at the present time 
is the large amount of hack interest, payment 
of which is asked by the creditors—not all at 
once, but in annual installm ents—as fast as 
it can be m et by an honest compliance with 
the law under which the bonds were issued 
ami accepted. 
This is ail the creditors have 
a right to ask. 
And if legal precedents be 
consulted, it will be difficult to deny that the 
creditors have it in their power, whenever 
they choose to exercise it, to compel the city 
authorities to levy and collect the tax of 55 
cents, and to appropriate the proceeds, to­ 
gether with 55 per cent, of the income from 
the water works, licenses, harbor dues and 
fines in the Police Court, to the payment of 
the back interest and the current annual 
interest. 
For 
more than a 
year 
past 
suits to this end have been contemplated and 
threatened. 
One moving cause was the fear 
that the city intended to plead the statute of 
limitations against all coupons more than four 
years pa-t due. 
The coupons falling due on 
1st of January, -1877, would on the 1st of Ja n ­ 
uary, 1881, cross the dead line of the four 
years statute and encounter the risk, or the 
supposed risk, of being transformed into 
waste paper unless suits were commenced to 
save them, or some satisfactory assurances, 
were received from the city in regard to them 
well as to those coupons th at had more 
time to live. 
_ 
It was at this point and in this emergency 
that, under the advice of prominent citizens, 
through the medium of a committee of such 
citizens, the Trustees promised the creditors 
in December last, th at in future the law would 
be complied with. 
For the violation of this 
iaw in years past perhaps the creditors have no 
adequate remedy. 
B ut they may resort to 
the Federal Courts to compel the execution 
of the law, and the application of the funds 
arising from the execution of it to the pay­ 
ment of the debt. 
Such a controversy it 
would be impolitic to iuvite. 
The evil con­ 
sequences to the city, in case of the adverse 
decision, it would be difficult to estimate in 
advance. 
In considering the question whether the 
city will or will not stand to its engagements 
iu this regard, the revenues which it is able 
to produce in connection with all its necessi­ 
ties is a controlling factor. 
I t is one for the 
considerati 'U of the cr ditors as much as for 
the city. 
T hat some extra taxation will be 
required to strengthen our levee defenses ar.d 
to establish a more perfect drainage is gener­ 
ally conceded. 
On the other hand there is 
very substantial relief in the fact that now, 
for the first time in many years.a large revenue 
will be derived from the W ater W orks. 
All 
the proceeds from these works ever since the 
establishment of the Holly works have been 
devoted to the liquidation of the cost of 
those works, and th at debt being now paid 
these revenues, amounting to a net of about 
$60 000 per annum, are available for other 
purposes. 
The city tax of $2 for the year 1880 was 
made up of one general tax of 41 cents and 
nine special taxes. 
I t is well known that 
some of these Bpecial taxes can be reduced, 
and some of them nearly, if not quite wholly, 
be dispensed with. 
The tax of 24 cents 
called the “ Bond redemption tax,” under the 
A ct of 1872, can be reduced to 10 cents, and 
perhaps cut off altogether, in view of the 
fact th at bonds cannot now, and probably 
never can. be purchased a t the price limited 
in that law. 
And so in other cases, by a little 
lopping off here and tbere, the city may be 
able not only to administer its government in 
a satisfactory manner, but also to meet its 
obligations to its creditors without any in­ 
crease, or at most a very little increase, in 
taxation.

A Chinaman enjoying the musical name of 
Hong Chung Ling, and just from Stockton, 
was taking a rest by the way a t the north 
end of the Third-street foot-bridge, near the 
depot, on Friday afternoon, when Quan Lee, 
a stranger to the former, came along, entered 
into conversation and also took a seat. 
F or­ 
malities over, Hong to an inquiry replied 
th at he was going to Lincoln, and Quan re­ 
stated that he was going th at way also. They 
started together out the railroad, and at dark 
reached a little Chinese settlem ent three or 
four miles beyond the trestle bridge, where 
they stayed all night. 
Hong had blankets, 
which he invited (Juan, who had none, to 
share with him, which he did, they sleeping 
together. 
Hong had a revolvei, which he 
placed under his head when he went to bed 
and which Q ian saw. 
Saturday morning 
they took breakfast iu the camp, and HoDg, 
finding th at his traveling companion had no 
money and having 
acquired a 
sort of 
fellow-traveler’s feeliog towards him, paid 
for 
both. 
They started 
on 
their jour­ 
ney, and, going a mile or two, Quan asked 
Hong to let 
him see hi* revolver, and 
it was handed to him. 
A fter carrying it 
a ways and chatting familiarly, he asked 
Hong what time it was. 
Hong took an 
American watch from his pocket and told 
him the hour, whereupon Qnan asked per­ 
mission to take it. 
H jng by this time began 
to think his new companion exceedingly 
fandliar and started to return the watch to 
his pocket. 
Quan then drew the revolver 
upon him and demanded the watch. 
Hong 
immediately “ savied” the 
situation and 
yielded up the timer. 
(Ivan next demanded 
his money, and, after a little delay aud plead­ 
ing, his purse, too, containing about $30, was 
given up under the persuasive influence of 
the revolver. 
Quan then left his victim and started back 
for town. 
Hong followed at a safe distance, 
and upon arriving in the city notified the 
Chief of Police cf the affair. 
A short time 
afterwards Quan was arrested in Chinatown 
by local officer Fred Karcher and Max 
Brown, and while en route to the police jail 
was detected in trying to throw away the re­ 
volver without its being seen. 
He was locked 
up, and, when searched, a pawn-broker’s 
ticket was found secreted upon him, with 
which officer Ferral afterwards found the 
watch in a China pawn ahpp, where it had 
been deposited for three dollars. 
Quan yes­ 
terday admitted to an interpreter the robbery 
of the pistol and watch, but denied taking 
any money from him ; but inasmuch as only 
thirty cents was found upon Quan when ar­ 
rested, and he had received three dollars for 
the watch, there is no doubt but that Hong’s 
whole story is true, and that the money has 
been deposited in some retreat for safe keep­ 
ing. 
The artful and cool manner in which

robbery was 
planned 
and achieved 
strongly rivals the most ingenious plots re­ 
counted in dime novels, and goes to prove 
th at “ ’tis plain, th at the way of the heathen 
Chinee is peculiar.” 


T h e W r o n g 
S c h o o n e r .—There’s an in­ 
dustrious Scotchman, who recently arrived 
from Bonnie Dundee, and is employed at the 
railroad .-hops. 
His name is Sandy, and his 
business is to shine up the engines at the 
railroad shops as they come in. 
During the 
recent storm, when many trains were laid off, 
his work was diminished, and he, too, was 
laid off half of each day. 
This was dull busi­ 
ness to a man of his habits, and he anxiously 
cast about the w harf to see if he could not 
pick up an odd job to earn a shilling while 
off his regular duty. 
Passing along Front 
street his eye dropped upon the prominent 
sign on the outside of a beer saloon, which 
reads, “ 1.000 men wanted to unload this 
Bchooner,” and although it referred to a huge 
gla*s of foaming beer pictured immediately 
above it, he did not notice this feature, but 
dropped on it as an urgent announcement 
for stevedores.

DEFERRED DEBATES. 


Speech o f Senator E. A. Davis. 


The Senate havirtr S. B. 27 under consideration on 
FeOruarv 8th, Mr. Davis 8]>oke as follows : 
Mr President, when the Senate adjourned last 
evening, I had concluded th at I would not offer auj 
remarks upon the pending bill. 
It seemed to m< t 
that all had been said in opposition to it that con J(j 
well be said, and th at it would be talking egai jia 
tim e if 1 should attem pt to say anything m op 
«j. 
tion to it, as 1 am convinced it is to pass this fanii 
B ut after considering the m atter, it seems to r 
that 
it is my dutv TO answer some rem arks an J asstr- 
tious which have been made upon this flo jr —not a 
duty that I owe so much to myself as to the people 
whom 1 represent directly. 
That, Mr.. president, 
is my only apology for taking up u,iv of the 
tim e of this Senate this morning. 
t will sav here th at 1 propose to oc m py the atten­ 
tion of the Senate only for a few mr .merits. 


I t is needless for me to 8 iy that the people th at I 
immediately represent are inter «-terl in the defeat 
of this bill. That tieople are now a suffering people. 
F or years they have been a suffering people. 
For 
years they have been bearing ourdens which did not 
belong to them alone, hut w mch should have rested 
upon the shoulders of the 'state. 
For years all the 
profits of the business of 'that people have been de­ 
voted to protection; n o t only in protecting them ­ 
selves, but. as we claim, in protecting the property 
of the people of this State. 
Sow, then, 1 make the 
assertion th a t this question is not a local question, 
h u t th at it is broader than mere locality; that it is 
as broad as the commonwealth itself; th at upon the 
solution of this question depends, as we believe, not 
only the prosperity of our own section, but the 
prosi«rity of the whole otate. 
Now, sir, it has 
been at cmpted upon the part of some to make this 
question a political question. I have been surprised, 
Mr. President, at the altitude of certain Senators 
uiton this floor—of tlu.se members of the iaigisiature 
of this State 
in their attem pt to make this in any 
sense a political question ; ill their attem pt to bring 
it 
within 
the 
domain 
of 
partisan 
politics. 
Now 1 want to ask this Senate in ail candor, 
can 
the 
element of 
partisan politics enter 
into 
a 
question of 
this kind'.' 
If 
it 
can, 
then there is no such tiling as statesmanship. 
\\ ho 
wore in favor of this hill ' Who were m favor one 
year ago of the Act known a ■ the Jebns law 7 W as 
it then put forth as a partisan measure? Three 
years ago, when this question engaged the attention 
of th e Legislature of this State, was it a partisan 
question then? Certjinly not. 
But 1 hear weak- 
kneed Republicans, men who are more interested, 
it seems to me, in their own little section than in 
the welfare of the whole State, assert that if this 
bill be not repealed, if the present measure under 
discussion do not pass, it will 1m.* the death knell of 
the Republican party in the next election. There is 
no foundation for it. 
Mr President, for one I am ashamed of auy such 
opposition as that. 
I am ashamed because there is 
nothing in it. There is no foundation for it 
There 
is no truth in it, because it is a m atter which inter­ 
ests the people of all parties. The jieople of all par­ 
ties are in fa'.or of the present debris law. The 
people representing both political parties are in fa­ 
vor of the repeal of that law. 
Now, then, what is 
the history of this bill 6<> far as it relates to politics? 
Why, we find ¡ hat the plan was conceived by a Dem­ 
ocratic administratmn, and the initiatory steps to 
carry it out were taken by a Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion. 
The movement set 011 foot for the investiga­ 
tion of ibis gr at quest on was inaugurated by a 
Democratic adm inistration, and for th at we say that 
they deserve credit. 
They appropriated the suid of 
tluh,000 for this purpose. 
They created a new office 
in this State—the office of State Engineer. That 
offi -e was til ed by the appointm ent of a gentleman 
worthy to fill it in every respect, and he was? Dem­ 
ocrat, and lie still hold? that most im portant trust. 
Now, then, if it can he urged th at there is partisan 
politics in this measure, certainly its parentage be­ 
longs with the Democratic party. 
But, sir, we scorn 
the charge that there is any politics in ii. We sav that 
there is none ill i-, a-d that the responsibility or 
credit, whatever it may be, rests not upon either 
the Democratic or the Republican party. 
Now, 
then, who were the promoters of this sch me a 
year ago ? It was not a Republican m easure—it was 


n u t a Democratic measure ; because it was partici­ 
pated in on both sides by men of all shades of politi­ 
cal opinion upon this Hour. 
Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats alike supported it. 
Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats alike opposed it, and I repeat th at I am 
ashamed of those who have attem pted, either iu 
seriousness or as an excuse for their votes, to bring 
this question within the dominion of partisan poli- 


11 Now, sir, one vear ago the bill known as the drain­ 
age Act was, after discussion, after due deliberation, 
duly passed, 
it was either a good bill then, or it 
was a bad bill ; whatever its character, it received a 
m ajority of the votes of this body, and of the other 
brauch of the Legislature, and became a law. 
Now 
it. was considered one year ago a good bill - a neces­ 
sary bill. 
Why is it not to day as good as it was one 
year ago ? For myself, 1 cannot sou th at the bill 
has depreciated in valúe in a year. 
For myself, I 
cannot see why those who supported th at hill one 
year ago can"út support it to-day. 
1 have listened 
attentively during the progress of the debates that 
I m ight ascertain, if possible, why those men who 
voted for th at bill one year ago are now opposing 
it and in favor of this repeal. 
But in all the di cus- 
siou which we have had from those gentlemen, 1 
do not find th at they 
give a' y reasons which 
appeal to my judgm ent as reasons for the change in 
the position they then occupied. 
Now the only 
question, it seems to me, that ought to he discussed 
at this time is as to the necessity of the law which 
was passed one year ago, and following th at we 
properly drift into a discussion as to w hether the 
plans which have been conceived and which have 
been attem pted to be carried into effect under tn at 
law have been made successful, 
if th at law was a 
necessity, and if the remedies proposed by it, upon 
a fair test, promise good results, then I say that 
there is m reason why this law should he repealed. 
Now it may be said that I am from a loealit, which 
is directly interested in this proposition-m ore di­ 
rect; v interested than any ether sec ion of the s ta te ; 
tli.it I am biased in this m atter, and that I cannot 
take a broad view of the question. 
It is to be cx- 
pected, of course, th at the people of Yuba and Sut­ 
ter counties are in favor of the retention of this law. 
it lias been asserted uiron this floor th at we are the 
parties to he benefited a t the expense of those por­ 
tions of this State that are not to lie benefited. 
Now, then, is that true? 
ii it he true, then per­ 
haps there is an excuse for the action of the friends 
of this repeal hill, 
if it be not true, then the posi­ 
tion th at they take witli reference to this bill seenis 
to me to b e' entirely indefensible. 
Now, then, the 
pvople of Yutia and Sutter counties contend that 
this is a necessary law, and th at its scope is beyond 
the lim its oi the counties which I represent; and it 
is not alone the people of th at section o f country 
th at make ttiat claim. 
We say, and we believe, that 
it is the voice of a m ajority of the intelligent peo­ 
ple of this Slate who know anything about this 
question, that its imfvortance is not local, but that 
it is as broad as the state itself. 
Now, sir, if some­ 
thing be not done to remedy the evils which are at­ 
tem pted to be met by the debris law, what will be 
the effect upon the State itself ? It is not, as has 
been said upon this floor, th at certain 
lands 
in Yuba and Sutter and Sacramento counties, 
ordering 
upon 
the 
Feather, 
Yulia 
and 
Sa. runento 
rivers, will 
be 
submerged 
and 
ruined ; it is not aiune the destruction of private 
property, but the salvation of the navigable streams 
*1 this State depends upon the solution of this ques­ 
tion. 
We say tnat the salvation of this great artery 
of commerce, the Sacramento river itself, depends 
upon the solution of this question. 
But gentl men 
upon the other side do not seem to think such is 
the cast’. 
11 is not my assertion. 
It is not the as­ 
sertion of the people th at I immediately represent; 
hu t it is the assertion of men whom we have called 
to our assistance—men whose judgm ent is certain 
and therefore ought to be final upon a question of 
this kind ; men whose judgm ent, I say, ought to 
control that uf the Legislature in the consideration 
of this question. 
Now, who is it that gives us in­ 
formation of lilis kino ? It is the very men th at the 
people of this state have employed to investigate 
the question, and the only men who were really 
com petent to investigate it and base an intelligent 
judgm ent upon it. 
Why did the State three years 
ago ergats the office of a State Engineer ? Why did 
the State bring into its counsel such men as Captain 
Rads, and Mendell of the United States Engineering 
D epartm ent, anil others? 
Simply because the Leg­ 
islature of this State at th at time had the intelli­ 
gence to know and to assert th at they were not com­ 
petent to deal with the question ; th at they required 
the experience and the skill of science to determ ine 
this m atter, and for these reasons these men were 
employed by the State. 
It was expected then th at 
the judgm ent of these men would have some weight 
witli the people of this State, and the Legislature 
then would not take any final action until this m at­ 
ter had been thoroughly and properly investigated 
by the only men who were com petent to do it. 
Now, th at was the course of wisdom. 
That infor­ 
m ation has been obtained. 
One year ago the results 
of this investigation were laid b fore this body, and, 
acting upon the recommendation oi these men, this 
Legislature passed an Act known as the debris law. 
Now, then, w hat other course could this body have 
taken in the m atter? Senat ire coull not fall back- 
upon themselves and say, “ We know inore about 
this than anybody else, notwithstanding we have 
expended $100,000 of the money of this State for 
inform ation.” Senators then could not sit back in 
their easv chairs and say, “ We know more about 
this question than the State En.ineers, and the 
other engiueers w ho have been called into consulta­ 
tion." 
But th e Senate, the Legislature, took the 
common sense standpoint and said! “ We have 
sought 
this information from those who are 
able 10 give it. 
We have asked for their advice for 
the purpose of enabling us to act intelligently. 
We 
have got their advice. 
We have received their rec­ 
ommendations, and we will carry them into effect, 
b cause it is the ouly thing th at we can do.” And 
so they passed the bill known as the drainage Act. 
Now, "what has t he Legislature attem pted to do at 
- this session? The advice which we have received 
from the source from which we sought it lias not 
been chauged at ail. 
All of the work of reclama­ 
tion which has oe- n carried on has been carried 
on under the 
authority 
created 
by the law, 
headed and devised 
by 
the 
very men upon 
whom we relied 
for 
advice 
and 
information. 
Their rep >rt to this body is. th at the plans which 
they have conceived, and which they have attem pt­ 
ed to carrv into effect, have been successful; th at 
there is no" doubt in the world th at the plan will 
gueceed, if they are perm itted to go on with the 
work and carrv it on to completion. 
But what is 
the a ttitu le of this body now? 
Why is this won­ 
derful change in the minds of men from what they 
held and talked upon this subject one year ago ? 
They can sit back now in their chairs, and with the 
utm ost complacency and exuberance of expression, 
say th at the State Engineer, th at Captains Eads and 
Mendell know nolhing about this subject. They say 
we are wiser than they upon this question. 
They 
say that the dams th at have been built am ount to 
nothing ■ th at the work of rectification of the river 
c-iannels’ of this State, inaugurated by th at Commis­ 
sion is not a successful work ; that it is not a proper 
plan, and that we are going to re|>eal the law and 
put a stop to the whole business. Now compare the 
position of this body at this time with its position 
one vear ago. 
To my mind, Mr. President, it places 
this "Senate in a position so strange, so anomalous, 
so inconsistent, so child like and foolish, th at every 
Senator upon this floor, in the near future, will 
shudder at its folly. 
Now, what do the engineers 
say will be the result to the prosperity and interests 
of this State in connection with this question, if this 
bill be repealed—if something he no; done ? 
They 
tell us th at not only will thousands and thousands 
of acres of the most valuable lands of this State be 
destroyed, and all th at large am ount of property be 
taken "awav from the assessment roliS, bu t they say 


further th At these rivers th a t I have named, that 
the great 4 c¿ anne] 0j communication and of com­ 
m erce,' /hich is of more value to the people of this 
State t' Jau aii 0f her railroads, they say that unless 
somet ^ in g be done th at th at stream will be de- 
stro'y^d and rendered valueless to the people of this 
St* 4e. Not only will the Sacramen to river be filled 
aT jd its navigation destroyed, bu t they say that it is 
inly a question of tim e when the Bay of San Fran­ 
cisco will also be ruined, or its value and efficiency 
as a harbor be totally, or nearly totally, destroyed. 
Now then, if that be true, and they sav it is tru e— 
and we cannot deny it we have not the assurance, 
we have not the wisdom on which to base a denial 
of it. 
If it be true, then can it be said that this is a 
local question ? If it be true, is it not a question 
th at interests the eountv>>f Los Angeles eveu ? Is it 
not a question that affects every man in the State ? 
Destroy this river, and the other rivers tributary to 
it deatrov the Bay of San Francisco by this onward 
How of debris, and what is the State of California 
worth, and what is the city of San Francisco worth, 
with this destruction in its face ? 
Now then, sir, we say th at this is not a local ques­ 
tion, but that it is a question of State importance. 
If so, what shall be done? Certainly something 
should be done. 
I don’t know of a Senator upon 
this floor who will say th at nothing should he done. 
In private conversation they ail say that som1 thing 
shoulu be done. 
Well, then, if something should 
be done I ask Senators here who are in favor of the 
repeal of this law—I ask the Senator from Marin, 
why, in the name of statesm anship, don’t you do 
something? I ask the Senator who introduced this 
b M- who introouced this bill for ¿he purpose of re- 
IHealing the only measure cf relief th at is now be­ 
fore the people—why do you not introduce some­ 
thing else to take its place ? 
Why are you willing 
to tear down and not help to build up? Is it wise, 
is it statesm anlike? To me it seems not. 
But 
some Senators say : 
“ We don’t like this Commis 
sion.’ 
1 heard it said no longer ago than last night 
by a Senator upon this floor th at even his own peo­ 
ple in the southern part of this State agreed that 
something ought to be done, th at it is an im portant 
question not bounded by mere locality, but they 
don’t like the way things are going on, and there­ 
fore we are in favor of repealing the whole business. 
I want to ask the Senators upon this floor if a single 
one of them has been to the Governor of thifc S t.te 
and made any complaint against the Directors that 
he appointed. 
If the Senators upon this floor lack 
confidence in any m mber of th at Directorship, why 
don’t you go to the fountain head, to the Governor 
of this State, who created them ? 
Why don’t you 
have courage to say what you think? Why don’t 
you say : 
“ We don’t believe in this Directorship. 
We haven’t confidence in it.’’ 
It seems to me that 
Senators who are in favor of the repeal of this bil] 
have not got the courage of their convictions upon 
this question. 
If the Directorship does not suit 
you it can be changed. 
If any complaint should be 
made against a single m ember of th at Commission 
1 venture the assertion th at that member, upon its 
coming to his knowledge, would resign his position 
and let it be filled by somebody else. 
But this 
charge is only an excuse. 
1 cannot believe that any 
Senator will get up upon this floor and declare that 
it is a reason 
Now, then, what is the real excuse? W hat isthereal 
motive that is actuating St nators in the repeal of 
this law ? The only one th at 1 can find from ail of 
the discussion th at has been held here is this, 
“ That my people want to rejieal and I m ust obey 
the m andates of the sovereign people.” One Seua- 
tor upon the floor last evening said th at his people 
were unanimously in favor of the repeal of t his bill, 
and that no m atter what his opinions m ight be upon 
the question lie was bound as a faithful representa­ 
tive to reflect the wishes of his constituency. 
Now, Mr President, I do not agree w ith that Sen­ 
ator. 
Perhaps I have as much respect for the opin­ 
ions of the pe pie as anyone, bu t I am prepared to 
say here th at the people are not always right, and I 
am prepared to say further th at th at representative 
who cannot rise above the prejudice and the caprice 
of the people at time9 is not a safe or a fit represent­ 
ative. 
Now, what do the people in the southern 
part of this ¡state know about this question ? W hat 
do the people of the city of San Francisco—I mean 
a m ajority of the people of th a t city—know about 
this question ? I say th at they don’t know the 
\ ery first elements of it, and I venture the assertion 
that nine-tenths of the people of any particular lo­ 
cality, removed from the immediate vicinity of this 
wreck and ruin caused by the flood of this mining 
debris, have no comprehension at all of this vast 
question ; and still Senators get up in their 
plaCe upon this 
floor and say that 
we mu«t 
obey the behests of men who don’t know what they 
are talking about. 
I say, sir, th at it is not the duty 
of a representative, when he knows th at he is right 
upon any question, to follow the lead of the people 
when he kuows th a t they are wrong about it. 
And 
1 say that, in my opinion, any representative who 
caunot rise above th at level, who Í9 willing to follow 
the caprice and prejudice of the people th at he 
knows to be wrong, is not a safe or a fit representa­ 
tive. 
Now% then, Mr. President, something should lie 
done, everyone says. 
W hat shall we do? That is 
the question. 
The m ajority of the Senate say th at 
we should repeal the only measure th at has been 
brought forward to meet this question. 
But if you 
repeal the bill what do you propose to do then ? * Do 
you propose to sit supinely by and see the valleys 
and the best jiortions of this State sink into ruin ? 
Do you propose that the great rivers of this State 
shall be wiped out from the m ap o f California? But 
if you are willing th at these land9 and rivers shall 
be saved, what plan, then, do you propose?* Why, 
you propose simply nothing. 
Why don’t you pro­ 
pose something ? Simply because you can’t. Simply 
because you don’t know enough to propose any­ 
thing. 
The Senator from Alameda, himself a strong 
advocate of this repeal measure, demands that 
something shall be done ; bu t I put the question to 
him, Do you, sir, know enough to propose a plan 
which can be carried out to a successful issue? You 
don’t pretend to know enough. 
Mr. Pardee—I would ask which Senator he ha3 
reference o. 
Mr. Davis—'The S nator who is now on his feet. 
Mr Pardee—No such conversation, within my 
memory, has ever tauen place between the Senator 
and myself. 
Mr. Davis—Mr. President, I 
have 
heard the 
Senator say th at som ething should be done. 
I 
heard him say it one year ago that it was an abso­ 
lute necessity that something should be done. Now', 
the question is, when we say it shall be done, w) o is 
to determine what shall be done ? I say that I don’t 
know enough to propose a plan. 
I don’t believe 
that any Senator upon this floor knows enough to 
propose a plan. 
Who then shall propose one ? We 
say that no plan embodying legislation upon this 
subject will ever come from any other source than 
from a source like the one from which the one 
came last session. 
It m ust come from science; it 
m ust come from scientific men ; it m ust come from 
the State Engineer’s departm ent, or it will never 
come. 
Now, then, if th at be true, what f How’s is that 
the m ajority of this Senate arc in reality willing 
th at nothing should he done. 
It seems so to me 
that that is the position which the m ajority of this 
Senate takes upon this question. 
But one ex- use 
urged is th at the present plan is not a feasible plan. 
Now then, who is to decide th at ? Shall it be de­ 
cided by Senators who are not familiar with this 
subject, who are not scient fic men, who have not 
investigated it, who have not watched its opera­ 
tions ? 1 do not believe th a t it belongs to them ; I 
believe th at it belongs to those men who conceived 
this plan, and who have carried it out to its present 
proportions. 
Now, then, what do th ese men say? They say 
th at the plan is a success, and they further say that 
if they be allowed to go on w ith the prosecution of 
this work th at it will result in a sure success. 
But 
the Senators say: “ We do not believe all this.” 
And why do you not believe it? “ W hy,” they say, 
“ because we have been there, and we have seen 
this work, and we do not believe th at it am ounts to 
anything; and the dams which have been built by 
this directorship are only brush dams.” 
It is thus 
that men and newspapers talk about this grave and 
im portant question. 
I heard a rem ark the other 
night which struck me as very forcible ; that three 
or four weeks ago members of both branches of the 
Legislature visited the site of these dam s; that they 
were there and spent perhaps one or one-and a-half 
or two hours ; th at when they went up there they 
knew nothing about the- question, hut th at when 
they came back they came back full-fledged engi- 
noers, and knew all about it. Now, that was a 
pretty fair statem ent of the case, and it simply show’s 
the assurance of the American people and of some 
legislators. 
Now, Mr. President, I do not doubt that I am 
justified in making the assertion th at here is a body 
of legislators who have never studied into the plans 
which are now being carried out and are not competent 
to judge upon this question. 
It is not competent 
for the Senator from Marin to come here and say 
that these plans will not succeed, and the strangest 
part of it is that able men like him, and others upon 
this floor th at I m ight name, have the assurance to 
get up here before the people of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, and in the face of the testimony which has 
been adduced from this Commission th at thev are a 
success, for them to get up on the floor and contra­ 
dict th at evidence. 
Now, then, sir, we say that this plan is a success. 
The men who are most com petent to judge say it is 
a suece.-s. The men who live in the vicinity of these 
works, and who have watched their progess from 
the beginning to the end, say that it is a success. 
I 
say that the dams which have been built upon these 
stream s are now standing, notw ithstanding the 
great-, st fl.Kidthat has e*er been known in the State 
oi California- those dams are now standing upon 
their site and are doing their legitimate work ; and 
still they are slurred with the name of brush fences. I 
sav there is not a dam»of any other quality ; there 
is no other species <»f dam th at could Lave been con­ 
structed upon these stream s, th at would have with- 
stotKl the trem endous rush of w ater which these dams 
ever felt iu the last two or three weeks. 
Now, sir, 
it is a fact th at cannot be denied, th at these dams 
have ttood the pressure of these great A o«m Is. 
But 
they say th at thev have settled in some places. 
Well, now, the engineer in his testimony said, and he 
states it in his report, which was w ritten before these 
floods came upon them : “ We expect that these dams 
will settle in places.” Now, any man of judgm ent 
must know that dams constructed, a9 these are. of 
hrush and of logs, constructed upon uneven ground 
— ground having an uneven or not a uniform density, 
upou shifting ground in places—I say th at the judg­ 
m ent of any man ought to tell him th at such con­ 
structions as thdhe will sett e in places just exactly 
as these have settled. 
We 
adm it th at these 
dams have settled in places, th at in some places the 
waters are rushing over them even in low water. 
But what of th at? Does th at prove th at this work 
is a failure ? It seems to me that any man who will 
assert that this work is a failure by reason of the 
setlement of these dams in those places, takes a 
narrow view of the whole m atter. 
W hat does 
the State Engineer say upon this point? 
He 
says 
th at 
“ he 
expectecf 
this 
thing, 
but 
that 
the 
dams 
could 
be 
raised 
to their 
proper hight so as to perform their proper functions 
at a very small expenditure.” and he says “ that the 
total expense of putting these dams in proper order 
upon the bed of these rivers will not exceed ¿6,000. 
And still '■enators get up here and say th at the dams 
are a failure, when with an additional expenditure 
of the trifling sum of only ¿6,000 they can be raised 
to their proper level and will perform their proper 
functions. 
But the dams upon the Yuba and the 
Bear do not comprise all the work of their director­ 
ship. 
Senators here sav that all the money that has 
been raised—¿470,000—has been expended in build 
ing the brush dams. Well, now, that is a wild asser­ 
tion, because it is not true. 
They are only a frac­ 
tional part of the work which has been done by th at 
Commission. 
They have been building levees and 
dikes on the rivers, according to the plans which 
they proposed one year ago, according to the very 
plans which were advocated by the Senator from 
Marin one year ago. when he said : “ That it must 
appear to the mind of every intelligent man that the 
only way to rectify the river channels of this State 


is by holding back, the coarser m aterial in the rivers 
and building dikes on their banks.” 
Now, then, why is there no necessity for the State 
taking hold of this work? You say: 
“ Let every 
man build his own levee.” We say th at every man 
should build his own levees, but he should not be 
compelled to dig out the channels of the rivers ; and 
we say,'furtherm ore, that if all the money that has 
heretofore been expended for the purpose of protec­ 
tion in building dikes and levees in the rivers of this 
State %ad been wisely expended—had been justly 
laid out under a State directorship, th at hu t little 
of the damage which has been done by the present 
flood would have been experienced by the people. 
But what are the people doing upon the rivers 
here ? They are simply carrying on a guerrilla w ar­ 
fare against the floods. 
They fight each other in 
the levee districts. 
In the county of Sutter there 
are four or five different organizations called levee 
districts. 
Each district gets up its ow n plans, it 
builds its own levees, it determ ines what dimensions 
those levees shall be, and the result is a zigzag 
course of levees all up and down the Yuba river. 
And the same state of things exists along the Sac­ 
ram ento 
river. 
There 
is 
no 
system 
about 
it. 
Tb&re 
is 
no 
uniformity 
about 
it. 
You m ay follow the line of levee along the river 
down for any two miles, and all at once the levee 
ju n i|« off and goes in another direction, according 
to the will and caprice of any particular levee dis­ 
trict. 
Now, then, any one can see th at the rectification 
of the river channels of this State cannot be suc­ 
cessfully performed under any such system as that. 
W hat we need, Mr. Pres dent, is a head. 
We say 
that the State ought to take hold of this. 
The river 
channels ot the State belong to the State. 
They d(f 
not belong to the people who live upon their banks, 
and if the State of California allows its channels to 
be filled up as the result of carrying on any indus­ 
try, the State ought to bear the expenses of the rec­ 
tification of those channels, and not the people who 
live upon their borders. 
Now’, theji, bore is one of the works of this Com­ 
mission. This is one of the plans front the office of 
the State Engineer of this State ; th at there should 
be a State direction of this work ; that levees should 
be properly constructed: th at they should be uni­ 
form ; 
th at they should be straig h t; and by that 
straightening, and by that uniformity, and by that 
only can the rectification of these river channels be 
accomplished. 
Now, then, th s is a portion of the 
work which this State Directorship has been carry­ 
ing on in the past y e ar; in the time th at they have 
been engaged in trying to hold back the coarser de­ 
bris from the mines and mountains, they have also 
been building levees according to this idea 1 have 
announcedof— straightening 
the river channels 
themselves, enabling the rivers to produce a larger 
carrying capacity, th at they m ight scour out and 
deepen the channel. 
Now then, this is certainly a wise plan. It seems to 
me th at such a plan as this ought to commend itself 
to every Senator upon this floor. 
It is certainly the 
plan which the Directors have attem pted to carry 
out. 
Now then, the charge was made, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, some time aijo th at this work was not being 
faithfully performed, that there was some dis­ 
honesty some where—some dishonesty in the m atter 
of allowi g contracts, and in other respects—and 
upon those charges an investigation was had by the 
proper committee of trds body. 
And what was the 
result of tli t investigation? We say, and the re­ 
port of th at committee say—and it is a unanimous 
report that the parties who made these charges 
did not find in th at investigation, or in the report, 
a color of a foundation for them —not a color. The 
testim ony of the Directors, the testimony of the en­ 
gineers, the testimony of every man almost who 
testified before that body, was that this work had 
been prose.uted w ith faithfulness and with honesty. 
Now I want to refer, Mr. President, to one phase 
of that exam ination. 
It was said upon this floor by 
one of the Senators, th at he heard certain things 
which ought to be made the foundation for an in­ 
vestigation. 
As 1 said a few days ago, he did not 
make any charges himself upon his own responsi­ 
bility, but he said upon this floor that he had heard 
charges made, and that was the basis of an investi­ 
gation which cost this State hundreds of dollars and 
amounted to nothing except to vindicate the charac­ 
ter and the work of th at directorship. 
Now, then, 
w hat did the committee develop ? It developed this 
fa c t: that one certain man, whose name 1 cannot 
recall, told th at Senator th at something was wrong, 
and when this gentleman was put upon the stand he 
testified th at he knew nothing about it, but that 
some one else had told him. 
Well, that w as a good 
starter, certainly. 
And the gentleman who gave 
him the information was summoned before that 
commiteee, and what was his testimony ? He said : 
“ Yes, 1 told him these things. 
I told him th at I, 
too. thought th at one contract had been let out too 
high, perhaps,” and he gave his reasons. 
This m at­ 
ter was fully ventilated during the investigation by 
the committee, and Mr. Mike Bryte, the gentleman 
th at I refer to, was present at this investigation. 
He heard all of the testim ony, and when finally the 
exam ination had been concluded, he got up before 
the Directors who were present there and exoner­ 
ated them from any b’ame or lack of wisdom or 
honesty in the m atter. He says, “ Gentlemen. 1 am 
satisfied about this m atter. 
I was mistaken. 
I 
think th at the Directors have done the best that 
they could.” Now, then, th at was all th at these 
charges ever amounted to. 
But, Mr. President, ! 
expect it will he charged upon this floor, before this 
discussion ceases, th at in one respect the Commis­ 
sioners did not do their duty in the m atter of let­ 
ting contracts, and th at is in the m atter of contracts 
which were let for work done upon th e Sacramento 
river. 
In respect to that I simply wish to sav this in 
advance—^nd I challenge contradiction of what I 
say, and appeal to the w ritten testim ony which was 
taken before that committee and which the friends 
of this repeal measure refused to have printed that 
the people of this State might read it for themselves 
—I say th at 1 appeal to the testimony which is now 
before this body, as to the tru th of what I say. 
I 
say I expect it will be charged that there was unfair­ 
ness upon the p art of the I> rectors in letting 
out contracts for work 
upon 
the Sacramento 
river. 
Now 
I 
sav 
th at 
the 
testimony in 
this case shows th at thete was no unfairness; 
th at the contracts were advertised and the propo­ 
sals were duly received, according to law ; that the 
parties came up to the Capitol, where the meeting 
of the Directors was held ; th at everyone was in­ 
vited to hid ;-that the people from the Sacramento 
river living adjacent to the paint where trfiis work 
was performed were there ; that only one bid was 
put in ; th at th at was put in at the request of these 
very people, they refusing to bid and asking that 
the 
contract 
m ight 
be 
let 
to 
Rideout 
and Binney, of the city of Marysville, and that 
these parties, Rideout and Binney, would sub-let to 
them . 
Now, then, that was the testimony in regard 
to that. 
The Commissioners stated th at they were 
anxious to get bids from anybody and from all 
sources, and I invite the attention of Senators and 
the people of this State to the testimony of Mr. 
Searls, one of the Directors, who testified in regard 
to the m anner of their letting contracts for all of 
the work that had been done by the Commission. 
Now, then, let me say th at the Commission acted 
honestly in the letting of that contract, and no 
charge will be made that they did not 
I say it will 
not be charged th at this Commission, in the letting 
of any other contract in the prosecution of all this 
work, acted with any unfairness at all. 
And we sav 
that the charge ought not to be made th at in this 
instance the Directors acted with any unfairness, or 
th at there was dishonesty. 
I do not believe that 
any 
Senator 
ujxm 
this 
floor 
seriously 
be­ 
lieves 
th at 
any 
member 
of 
this 
Board 
of 
Directors, 
in 
the 
prosecution 
of 
his 
duties under this law, has acted dishonestly or even 
unwisely. 
But why do you want to change the 
B- »ar»l of Directors ? 
Is it for the possibility that the 
Board of Directors may not carry out "the proper 
plan in the rectification of the channels of the river, 
and in holding back of this debris ? I say th at the 
only answer to that is th at the Board of Directors 
have nothing to do witli the plans. 
All of the plans 
for the work to be done in reference to this m atter 
emanate from one source—from the office of the 
State Engineer—who tells them where the works 
shall he (lone ; and their functions require only that 
they sec th at the work is done according to the pro­ 
visions of the law which created their office. 
So 
that it cannot be charged th at the Directors will not 
carry nut this plan or th at plan, for every plan that 
is carried out, or cun be carried out by this Board of 
Directors, has to come from the office of the 
State Engineer himself, and not from themselves. 
Now, then, we say that this law' ought not to be 
repealed on the ground th at we are not on the ri^ht 
track. 
We are doing something. 
We are following 
out the plan which has been proposed by the au­ 
thority t(» which we looked for advice upon this 
question. 
We are carrying out the plan which he 
says is the only plan that can be made feasible to a 
successful completion. 
We are not taking the ad­ 
vice.simply of *«ur own State Engineer, but we have 
the advice also of Captains ta d s and Mendell, en­ 
gineers who have a world-wide reputation for skill 
and knowledge upon such questions. 
We say th at 
they are unanimously in favor of the present plan. 
Now, then, we say that this law should not he re­ 
pealed, but th at it ought to be carried out to a suc­ 
cessful issue, as these engineers assure us can be 
done. 
And is it competent for this Senate to set up 
its own wisdom upon this question as superior to 
that which emanates from these men ? Now, if you 
repeal this law, if you do not substitute any remedy 
for it to help the condition of things, the result will 
be th at the people of Yuba county, and the people 
of Sutter county, and the people of a large portion 
©f Yolo county, of Sacramento county, of Butte 
county, will hare to get up and leave tne country. 
There* is no question about that, Mr. President. 
When you say that these people shall take care of 
themselves ; when you tell me that these people 
should build their own levees ; when you tell me 
th at they are the parties to rectify the river chan­ 
nels of this State, vou tell me th at they are to do 
something which is simply impossible for them 
to 
do. 
We 
say 
th at 
these 
people 
have 
already become impoverished in the prosecution 
of this work. 
All the profits of their business have 
been spent in th at way, and now they have nothing 
ra .re to expend. Their homes are already mortgaged 
for levee taxes for from §6 to $7 per acre all along 
these rivers. 
What more can you ask them to do ? 
If you repeal this law and take from them this meas­ 
ure of protection what would be the result ? What 
can that people do but to pack up the little prop­ 
erty they may have remaining after this devastating 
flood and move to some other portion of the coun­ 
try ? Now, then, can the people of this State afford 
th at this fairest portion of the commonwealth of 
California shall be given up to flood and waste ? 
We don’t believe the repeal is a m atter of economy 
or of statesmanship. 
We say th at the people of this 
State ought to take care of this m atter and help 
those who are less fortunate than others. 
Now, Mr. President, works of internal improve­ 
m ent have always been opposed by the people who 
were not to be strictly benefited by them. 
Look at 
the history of the Erie canal, the building of th at 
great work in the State of New’ York, and those other 
canals tributary to it. 
What is their history ? Why 
the people almost of the whole State were opposed 
to it, and Senator Enos knows th at for years a 
warfare was kept up upon th at system of internal 
improvements iu th at State, and had it not been for 
the intelligence and for the wisdom of the men 
they sent to the Legislature of that State these 
great works which are now of so much value, 
of incalculable value to the people of th at State, 
never would have been constructed. 
If the repre­ 
sentatives who were then sent to the Legislature to 
legislate for that people had undertaken to shirk 
their duty upon the same excuse which is presented 
by certain legislators here, th at work never would 
have been constructed, because they would have 
said : 
“ The people of my section are opposed to it, 
and therefore it is wrong.” Now, then, we say th at 
Senators upon this floor from those sections of 
country where the people do not understand this 
question, where they cannot be forced to understand 
it, where they cannot be forced to know what are 
the demands of wise statesm anship .upon questions 
j of th s kind, we sav th at the cry and voice of such 
’ people ought to be disregarded in the face of the 


dangers which are now threatening the State, and I I 
say again that, iu m y opinion, th at legislator is not 
a safe legislator who will hide himself behind the 
people ; th at he is demanded by the people of his 
section of th e country, who know nothing about this 
thing, to vote for this measure or that measure. 
Now, then, I expect th at this bill will be repealed. 
I think the fiat has already gone forth th at this law 
m ust be wiped o u t; th at no relief shall be given to 
the people of this section of the country- 
But I tell 
you, Senators, that the result of your action uj»on 
this bill—if the bill be repealed—will be such that 
in the future, and in the near future, in my estima­ 
tion, you will not look back upon your actions with 
any great degree of pride. 
I say that if you repeal 
this law you are goi*»g to gire us up to destruction, 
devastation and ruin, and you offer us nothing in 
lieu of it. 
Now, the Senator who introduced this 
bill, in his speech a few days ago, referred to me as 
being in opposition to the present law at the last 
session of the Legislature. 
I wish to state here that 
the Senator, unintentionally, no doubt, m isrepre­ 
sents me upon that. 
He also said that the Bee, a 
newspaper of this city, was opposed to it at the last 
session. 
In th at he was also m istaken, for that 
paper came out in its issue last night and denied 
the statem ent which the Senator made. 
It is true 
that the Bee, like myself, was opposed to the bill 
known as the “ Parks bill,” but that is not the law 
which the Senator is attem pting to repeal. 
The 
Parks bill did not become a law. 
I did oppose it, 
and bv th at means 1 incurred the censure at the 
tim e of a large portion of the people of my own 
city, who thought it was a wise measure ; but some 
of them have since seen their error, and have 
changed their viiw s and have commended me for 
t - at opposition. 
But I was in favor of the present 
law, and spoke for it and voted for it. 
Mr. Hill—I would like to ask the Senator ju st 
one question : If it were the duty of the hydraulic 
m iners to take care of their own debris and tailings 
under the Parks bill ? 
Mr. Davis—No, it was not the duty under the 
Parks bill of the m iners to take care of th» ir own 
debris. 
The only measure th at I was willing to ad­ 
vocate, Mr. President, one year ago, was the meas­ 
ure which offered for this work State aid, and that, 
it seems to me, tne Senator «night to know. 
Well, I 
was opposed to the Parks bid, but the Young bill, 
which granted State aid in the prosecution of this 
work, I was in favor of, and every Senator knows or 
ought to know th at I advocated it on this floor. 
I 
wanted a law that would carry out the plans and 
recommendations of the engineering departm ent, 
and I didn’t ask for anything m o re; my people 
didn’t ask for anything more. 
Thev simply asked 
th at the experim ent w hich the State Engineer had 
recommended should be thoroughly and honestly 
caired out, and th at is carried out under the provi­ 
sions of the bill which you now seek to repeal. 
Now, Mr. President, I have said more upon this 
question, perhaps, than I am justified in saying. 
I 
aon’t know’ th at I ought to have consumed so much 
time as I have in this discussion. 
I have tried not 
to re|>eat those argum ents th at have been made 
on this question, but I presume I have to some 
extent. 
I don’t know that I have added to the force 
of anything th at has been said, but I know this, 
th at my people will demand that I say something in 
opposition to this bill. 
I simply now say this—that 
I believe it is unwise to repeal the drainage Act. 
I 
believe that the hw is ju st as good to-day as it was 
one year ago, when the Senator from Marin so elo­ 
quently advocated it. 
I believe it is ju st as good 
to-day as it was one year ago, when the senator from 
San Francisco, Mr. Enos, advocated it upon the 
highest grounds—upon the ground of the duty of 
the State to help those portions of the State that 
were unfortunate. 
I am sorry th at he has changed 
his base. 
I am sorry th at in his rem arks which he 
made yesterday, th at he was guilty of the im propri­ 
ety, to put it mildly, of making an attack upon one 
of this Board of Directors, a man who is the presid­ 
ing officer of a co ordinate branch of this Legislature. 
I am sorry th at he was guilty of the impropriety of 
doing that, but I do not think th at the reputation 
of Mr. Parks will suffer any from that attack. 
One 
year ago, the Senator from San Francisco was an 
ardent adm irer of the honesty, intelligence, wisdom 
and statesmanship of chat gentleman ; to day, for 
reasons best Known to himself, but which we know 
nothing about, he has changed his position upon 
the question, and whatever Mr. Parks may be, 
whatever he may lack in the elements of manhood, 
or of statesmanship, or of decency, as asserted by 
the Senator from San Francisco, I will say this of 
him, that he is this year what he was last year—that 
he has not changed. 
He is a man that never flops 
when he once makes up his mind th at he is on the 
right track, no m atter how potent or valuable the 
influence th at may be brought to bear upon him. 
Now, Mr. President, I hope that this bill will not 
pass, th at the present debris law will stand. 
To my 
people it is a question of life and death. 
If this law’ 
stands where it is, mv people can remain where 
they are—we will make the struggle. 
W ith the 
little assistance w’hicli this State has given them in 
the m atter they are willing to struggle on and 
struggle on, and pay taxes for the purpose of bene­ 
fiting the whole State—for the purpose of rectifying 
the river channels of this State ; but, if you repeal 
this bill, many of them will have to leave the 
country. 
They cannot remain where they are. 
To­ 
day they are covered up with several feet of the 
flood of waters which have come ujwrn them. In the 
county of Sutter, I am informed, there is not a foot 
of dry land. 
Follow the river down into Yolo 
county, and the county of Sacramento and other 
portions of this State, and you find ju st the same 
condition of things. 
Now, certain Senators upon 
this floor, who are to-day in favor of the repeal of 
this bill, are willing th at appropriations should 
be made for the benefit of other sections of the 
country, and th at the people who are now suffering 
this devastation and ruin by reason of the floods— 
that they should help pay the taxes to help improve 
their locality. 
The Senator from Santa Clara asked 
this State for an appropriation, n<»t for any purpose 
of utility, but simply th at the grounds of the State 
Normal School m ight be beautified. 
I myself am 
willing that the people of Yuba and Sutter counties 
should be taxed for th at purpose, but he is not will­ 
ing that his people should bo taxed to protect and 
help us. 
The people of the city of Sacramento 
asked for an appropriation for the same object, for 
the beautification of the grounds of the Capitol, but 
they are willing to stand in and help us, and thereby 
h tlp themselves. 
The people of Los Angeles county 
come here ami have asked for an appropriation • 
am ounting to ¿50,000 for the purpose of building a 
Normal srehool, of which there is no need, in mv' es­ 
timation. 
I voted with them upon th at proposition, 
because I did not want Los Angeles to secede from 
the State, and for no other reason, and still the Sen­ 
ator from Los Angeles is not willing to join hands 
with us and help us in the hour of our dire neces­ 
sity. 
I did not expect the opposition of some of 
these Senators. 
How much do we ask from you, 
Senators? The paltry sum of ¿240,000, not any­ 
more, from this great State of California for the 
purpose of carrying on this most im portant work ; 
§240,000 
for 
this 
great 
purpose; 
$240,000 
for this 
great 
work. 
This 
tax 
upon 
any 
individual 
of 
the 
State 
would 
simply 
am ount 
to 
nothing. 
A 
man 
assessed 
for 
§’10,000 worth of property pays the small pittance of 
§5. That is the only tax upon the people of the 
State, outside of the district, and still they come 
here and say th at this bill should be repealed, be­ 
cause it is imposing a terrible and burdensome tax 
upou the people. 
There is no m erit in any such ex­ 
cuse at all. 
I believe th at the people of this State, 
if they understood this question as every Senator 
upon this floor ought to understand it, I believe 
th at the voice of nine-tenths of the people of this 
State would be against this rej>eal measure, and I 
say if this Senate wishes to gain a reputation for 
itself for wisdom and for statesm anship, it will let 
this law stand where it is, and vote against repeal. 


« p te e li o f S e n a to r d r o v e L. J o h n M i n . 
Mr. Pres d e n t: Inasmuch as no other Senator de­ 
sires to speak, I rise to dose the debate upon the 
side of the anti repealers, with the understanding, 
of course, th at Senator IIill, the author of the bill, 
closes the entire discussion. 
I m ake this statem ent 
that all may understand th at, so far as our side is 
concerned, del ate is ended, not th at I wish to pre­ 
vent any discussion. 
I do not think there Í9 a m em ­ 
ber of this Senate th at will say that ever, at any 
time, 1 have attem pted to deprive any Senator of 
the right to speak, or th at I have ever manifested 
any fear of any Senator’s replying to any remarks 
th at 1 m ight make, w hether they arc personal or 
connected with the subject under discussion, and if 
I make any remarks which to any Senator may seem 
to personally apply, I want it distinctly understood 
that, so far as I am individually concerned, I would 
like to give him the privilege of having a year or 
two to reph’, if he wants it, and talk all the while. 
Now, Mr. President, all the Senators who have 
spoken upon this question and have spoken in favor 
of the repeal of the so-called debris Act, with the 
exception of the two Senators from the Tenth 
Senatorial District, Mi. Neumann and Mr. Dickin­ 
son, and the Senator from Santa Clara, Mr. Baker, 
have contented themselves wit»» doing three things, 
and three things only—with following out three lines 
of argum ent, if argum ent it may be called, and 
those are, as I consider them, as follows : First, the 
abuse of the law itself which they seek to repeal ; 
second, abuse ot the Directors of Drainage D istrict 
No. 1 ; and, third, abuse of the work done. 
Mr. Conger—1 desire to correct the gentleman. 
Mr. Johnson—I accept the correction s<» far as 
Senators Conger and Ryan are concerned. 1 b eg both 
their pardons, and would simply say in reference to 
the Senator from the Ninth, th at all I desire to say in 
reference to his argum ents upon this proposition 
was, that w hen he said th at ninety-nine one-hun­ 
dredths of his const t ient9 demanded the repeal of 
this debris Act, I would simply inquire what county 
he has heard from. Sin Francisco or Sonoma? 
Mr. Conger—I referred to San Francisco. 
Mr. Johnson—I only a*kiu for information. The 
Senator who commenced this line of argum ent, or 
debate, was the Senator from the T h irteen th ,'Mr. 
Enos, and I have b u t to say in reference to his so- 
called speech, th at if he i^not sorry for it he ought 
to be ; that he was unparliam entary from the begin­ 
ning to the midole of his speech ; th at he was uu- 
dignif.ed during that time ; that his remarks in 
reference to a gentleman not a member of this Sen­ 
ate, though the presiding officer of a co-ordinate 
branch of the Legislature, were uncalled-for, undig­ 
nified, and in my judgm ent unworthy of the Sen­ 
ator, unworthy of the people of th isS tite. 
He for­ 
got himself, I have the charity \p believe, in the 
heat of debate, and 1 believe th at he had the hope 
th at by using such strong language,-unwarranted 
and im proper at» it was, th at he ¿light in some slight 
degiee atone to his offended conscience for his 
rapid transposition of views upon this question. 
i leave him to the judgm ent of his own manhood. 
I leave him to the cairn reflection of his sober rec- 
ond senses 
I leave to his own heart and to his own 
head to find the punishment for his unrenatorial 
language yesterday, believing that time will but add 
to the sorrow that be m u-t feel for having so i*r for­ 
got himself in the excitement naturally attend nt 
upon warm debate. 
I have nothing to say in refer­ 
ence to the remark made about myself. 
That was 
m eant as a jocu.sr m atter, I supoose, and as such 
I receive i t 
It is true th at u amused the Senator, 
perhaps, and I am glad to see that he is amusing at 
times. 
Of course he does not expect any one to re­ 
ply to his argum ent, if he made any argument. 
The next senator who offered rem arks upon this 
question--as I will take them in line—astonished 
me. 
I have no doubt he astonished evefy resident 
of San Francisco; aud I have no doubt he aston­ 
ished every Senator from San Francisco. 
I know 
that he astonished one member of the Board of 
Harbor Commissioners by the rem arkable engineer­ 
ing skill he displayed when he said th at San Pablo 
Bay could be 
filled 
up 
without any dam ­ 
age 
being 
done 
to 
San 
Francisco 
Bay, 
anu yet, with th at worthless piece of civil engineer­ 
ing upon his tongue, he asks us to take his new s in 
reference to these hrush dams in opposition to those 
of the engineers th at have built and have examined 
them. Senator Sears is not only iueorrect in that 
proposition, but he is incorrect also, as has been 
shown by Senator Cheney, in reference to the lan­ 


guage which he im putes to Captain Eads. 
Far be it 
from me to dt tract aught from the eulogium pro­ 
nounced by Senator ¿tars upon Captain Eads and 
his ability. 
I agree with him there ; but the Sena­ 
tor, when appealing to Captain Eads, does not ap­ 
peal to him fully, and does n«it fully follow out his 
ideas, because, as was shown by Senator Cheney, 
Captain Eads not only indorsed this plan of State 
Engineer Hall but ha*», over his own signature, and 
in this very report from which Senator Sears quo­ 
ted, 
indorsed 
and 
abided 
by 
this 
very 
plan of brpsh fences, as Senator Sears is pleased 
to term them. If that Senator will turn his attention 
towards the legislative halls of the nation in which 
I had hoped he m ight have held a higher station 
than that which he now holds, and in the halls of the 
United State» Seuate his voice m ight have beei. 
heard, as it ought to have been, in my judgm ent, 
he would then know th at Captain Eads and Colonel 
Mendell second a reeonitnendati'm from the com 
m ittee for §150,000, to be used in building these 
very same brush dams that the Senator damns so 
cavalierly and which he decides to be a failure. 
He 
has visited Bear river dam, he Hays, and gone across 
part of it, not all ; has not seen all of it, does not 
claim with all his learning to be a civil engineer, 
but he pronounces it a failure ; while Captain Eads 
and Colonel Mendell and General Arexander and 
State Engineer Hall aud the Division Engineer, who 
have all made this question a life study, all unite in 
saying that 
this plan of brush dams is 
and 
will 
be 
a success, 
if 
perm itted 
a 
fair 
trial. 
Why 
Senator 
Traylor 
informs 
me 
that that system of brush dams, or fences, as 
Senator Kane calls them , has been ad pted by the 
Park Commissioners in San Francisco to restrain the 
washing away of the sand dunes which form Golden 
Gate Park, and th a t the brush dams, or brush 
fences, have proved a complete success in Golden 
Gate Park, and have stopped the sand, as was de­ 
sired. 
I speak in th at m atter simply as I have been 
told. 
The Senators from San Francis.o know 
w. ether 1 
am 
stating correctly or 
n o t; and 
yet 
the 
civil 
engineer from 
Marin, assisted 
by the civil engineer from Solano and the civil 
engineer from 
San 
Francisco, Mr. Kane, and 
these 
other eloquent 
civil 
engineers 
who 
favor the repeal of the debris Act, all say this 
dam w’as a failure ; that brush dams or brush fences 
cannot be made a success, when all the engineering 
talent of the United States is united in saying that 
they are ; that they have been and th at they will be 
successes w hen fairly tr ed, and w hen experience 
in San Francisco has demonstrated th at there they 
are a success. 
State Engineer Hall, in his testimony 
given before the Committee on Irrigttion and right 
lure, Mr. President, I wish th at every Senator 
would make a note in his heart, and if there are any 
members here from the other house who have been 
so eloquently apostrophiz’d by Senator Kane, I 
hope they will m ake u note of it, th at those men, 
that the Senators who favor the repeal of the debris 
Act, are those who refused to print this testim ony ; 
that every man upon this floor that favors the debris 
bill 
that even' man upon this floor who is opposed 
to the repeal of the debris A ct—voted to print the 
testimony taken before the Committee on Irriga­ 
tion and to perm it this investigation to be made 
public to the s ta te ; th at the Directors of the district 
requested it, the engineers requested it, the friends 
of the debris bill requested it, but it W as the gent'e- 
men who talked like the Senator from Solano, and 
the Senator from San Fran» isco, so glibly about the 
wickedness and about the rottenness of the manage­ 
m ent ot work done under the Debris Act—it was 
those men, and the Senator from Mann leading 
them , who* voted against printing any portion of 
this testimony, and they were sustained by the* Sen­ 
ator from Monterey and other Senators who favored 
the repeal of the Debris Act. The Senator from Co­ 
lusa (Mr. Glascock) asked for the investigation. 
It 
was given to him, and personally J thank him fo- 
the rem arks made in reference to m yself; and the 
investigation was carried on, as he says, fully and 
fairly, aud he wanted to print it. 
We wanted to 
print it. 
But these gentlemen who arise here and 
attack the Commiss’oners and the contractors; a t­ 
tack the work of the eugineer ; attack the scheme ; 
attack everything—they art* the ones th at stifled in­ 
vestigation. They refused to print this testimony ; 
thev refused to perm it the Senate ; they refused to 
permit the Assem bly; they refused to perm it the 
p ople of California to understand what testimony 
had been given in reference to the work done by 
these contractors, under the direction of these Com­ 
missioners now so strongly assarnt d by them. I am 
not h- re to defend thore contractors. 
I am not the 
special champion of the Directors of Drainage Dis­ 
trict No. 1. 
I am not personally friendly to any of 
them particularly. 
One man has been my bitter 
personal and po.itical enemy for years; but I say 
Mr. President, th at when history writes the lives of 
the men of this State, Niles Searles, William H. 
Parks and William F. Knox will occupy as high and 
exalted a place in public opinion as any of the Sen­ 
ators who now so loudly bark at their heels and as­ 
sault them in the Senate for their actions and then 
vote against perm itting the testim ony which fully 
explains those actions to be published. 
State En­ 
gineer Hall in his testim ony given before the com­ 
m ittee under oath, states th at there is a brush dam 
in C alifornia; th a t th at brush dam has been a success. 
He said where it was 
My recollection is th at it was 
somewhere on the San Joaquin river. Mr. Hall tes 
tified under oath, that a brush dam exactly sim ilar 
to the brush dams that he had constructed upon the 
Yuba and Bear rivers had been st m ding for ten 
years, and was repaired from year to year at a 
slight expense; th at in the w inter the floods washed 
over it and swept over it, and it seemed as though 
there was no dam there ; hut when the waters went 
away the dam was still there doing its work, attend­ 
ing to its duly, and simply needing to be repiired at 
a small expense. 
He gave that testim ony. 
The 
arm of the State of California was ready with its 
subpoena to call here any man, woman or child that 
would contradict that testimony, and no man came 
forward to contradict i t ; and we claim it, therefore, 
as something which was absolutely and essentially 
correct. 
And yet the Senator from Solano, with 
th at sarcastic m anner, which I thought the Senator 
from Marin had the monopoly of, derides the idea of 
a bru^h dam, and speaks so strongly of money being 
thrown away in something which cannot be made a 
success, and he is indorsed by all 
the rest of 
the Senators who have spoken upon the repeal side 
of the proposition. 
The Senator from Marin spoke 
of the m atter so strongly th at he almost for the time 
being converted me to his proposition, th at a 
brush dam m ust l>e a failure* until I remem­ 
bered 
the 
testimony 
and the 
source 
of 
the testimony. 
Why did he not come before 
the 
committee 
and 
state w hat- he knew 
in reference to the m atter. 
Senator Sears says that 
hydraulic miners told him th at the brush dams 
would prove, and had proved, a failure. 
Why did 
not he have those hydraulic miners come before the 
committee and testify? 
D >es he seek to keep all 
the information to himself? Does he not wish the 
rest of us to have the same source and am ount of 
information th at he has? I apprehend, Mr. Presi­ 
dent, th at there Í9 not—and I say it with due 
courU sy—there is not a hydraulic m iner in the 
State of California th at would come before the 
Senate to-day and testify th at the bush dams that 
have been suggested by State Engineer Hall are not 
and cannot be made a success. 
The Senator grew 
somewhat m erry in reference to myself, for which 
I congratulate him ; and the Senator also apolo­ 
gizes for his conduct last year in voting for this 
debris bill. 
As the keeper of his conscience for the 
time being, I absolve him for his am 
I say to him 
p a x vobi8Cint\—peace be with you. 
G o o n ; sin no 
more, I can say to the Senator ; and 1 can say to the 
Senator that as 1 listened to the intellectual writh 
ings, with which he tried to get first one fact, and 
A cn another around, so as to relieve him, and thus 
take him out of the dilemma into which I have 
placed him by reading his speech of last year, and 
contrasting it with his actions and wo ds at this 
session, that he reminded me of a little verse of 
poetry I read many years ago, which runs thus : 
** A cruel man a beetle caught, 
And to the wall he pinned, oh f 
Then said the beetle to the crowd, 
*Tho’ I’m stuck up I am not proud,’ 
And his soul went out «if the window.” 
So the Senator, in my judgm ent, will pass the 
soul of his consistency out of the window of his 
speech. 
In listening to the rem arks of the Senator from 
Solano I wondered to whom I was listening. Í won­ 
dered where I was. 
1 wondered what body this 
was. 
I wondered what m anner of man had been 
sent here by the people of Solano county. 
I won­ 
dered in what time we lived. 
I have heard an ad­ 
age which I believe to be correct, th a t it is a bad 
bird th at fouls his own nest. 
And when any mem­ 
ber of the Legislature is forced to rely upon the 
abuse of his fellow-members of the past, and upon 
the abuse of all leg islato r and Legislatures of the 
United States in order to get argum ent for his side, 
it seems to tne th at bis case m ust be bad indeed. 
It is a very poor argum ent, worthy only of second- 
rate newspapers, to talk in the Senate about people 
having a dread of leg s!ationfand about the immense 
am ount of wrong all Legislatures do. 
And when I 
hear again the cry raised, as by the Senator from 
Solano, about the giant corporations th at have de­ 
rived so much benefit from the nation, it seems to 
me th at the tim e has gone bv for those remarks. 
Denunciation can never supply the place of reason ; 
it may excuse inconsistency or furnish a weak ex­ 
cuse, but rises no further. 
Senator Sears and Sen­ 
ator Wendell have attem pted to lay great stress 
upon the am ount which has been paid upon and for 
this debris tax, contrasting it with the am ount lev­ 
ied and expended, and drawing unfavorable results 
therefrom . 
If the Senators will give their attention 
for a moment I will explain to them why the Con­ 
troller does not report the full am ount of money 
paid in th at he reported as assessed, and 1 want the 
individual attention of the senior Senator from Ala­ 
meda, Dr. Pardee, w hoso stoutly favors repeal, to 
the figures sent me by the Controller, and also th at 
of the Senator from Marin. 
The reason why the 
Controller does not report the entire tax paid ís be­ 
cause Alameda county is $G6,S79 61 delinquent. 
That is one reason. 
And because Solano county 
is $9,819 64 delinquent. 
Because Santa Barbara 
county, that is so wealthy, as Senator Chase tells us 
frequently, is $6,371 71 delin«juent; because Mon­ 
terey county—and when I heard Senator Hill speak 
of that county in his speech, it was the tax ruined 
and overburdened county of Monterey th at be was 
speaking for when be cried so eloquently about 
taxes—but the reason why this fund Í9 delinquent 
is because M onterey county, the one so overbur­ 
dened, has kept back $19,489 97 from the State of 
California. 
And your constituents, my friend Hill, 
had better pay their taxes before you talk about the 
m atter. 
Mr. President, it has been my observation 
in life that those who shriek the loudest about the 
burdens of tax- s were those who paid the least. All 
I know about this m atter of delinquent taxes is 
what I gather from the figures given to me by the 
Controller. 
I do not wonder you representatives of 
these delinquent counties look and move uneasily. 
A 
wounded bird always flutters. 
Mr. 
Presi­ 
dent, 
when 
we 
get 
to 
the 
highly 
moral and honest constituency of Marin, whose rep­ 
resentative so eloquently discourses of unequal 
taxation by reason of the debris Act, and the un­ 
equal payment of taxes by the counties directly in­ 
terested in debris work ; when we get to the county 
of Marin, we find th at it has not paid a «loliar of 
taxes into the State Treasury from the last levy, and 
yet he is giving figures and comparisons about the 
taxes that have been paid and the money expended. 
Pshaw ! Such an argum ent is unworthy of his un­ 
doubted ability. 
Mr. President, I only aljude to 
this as showing what these Senators well knew b » f-i# 
they made their remarks, that there was always 
some delinquency uj>on State tax es; th at the county 
treasuries do not always make their settlem ents 
promptly, and th at therefore you cannot tell at any 
particular tim e w hether all taxes have been paid. I 
apprehend th at this question of tax-paying and tax 
delinquency had better be raised by men who 
represent counties th at have paid their taxes, and 
not by those who have not paid any taxes at all. 
But one rem ark made in one part of the speech by 
the Senator from Solano I wish to call the attention 
to right here, as illustrating how it is th at these two

was the price at which his support for 
the Debris Act was procured. 
It was very 
good 
then, 
according 
to 
Senator 
Sears. 
That is his am endm ent to the bill, and in his speech 
he says : “ With this amendment, it is a good bill ; 
‘with this am endm ent, I will vote for the b ill; with 
this amendment, all the defects iu the bill are 
cured,” and that is the very proposition which now 
Senator Wendell finds so much fault with. 
I ask the 
Senator from Marin to protect his own child, to pro­ 
tect his own family. 
I don’t propose t«* take up 
every fight th a t comes along in this debrip debate, 
hence 1 tu rn over to hi* hands the protection of this 
amendment, which he introduced and made so elo­ 
quent a speech for. 
The Senator from Solano inti- 
m ates—it was but a slip of the tongue—1 will only 
call attention to it lest the reporter having taken it 
down may forget to correct it, th at the tax was §5 
on the § 100. 
Tni3 íh incorrect, the tax is only $5 on 
every $ 10,000 of the taxable property. 
There is an­ 
other proposition which the Senator adverted to elo­ 
quently, rhetorically and forcibly—th at this bill was 
being “ log-rolled,” as he saitf ; th at there had oeen 
log-rolling done. 
Now I might ask th at gentleman, 
fresh as I am from the bucolic precincts of Sacra 
mentó—I would inquire of the Senator if he ever 
did any log r iling in the Senate ; if he ever heard 
of a fish and game bill, and if he ever heard of any 
body voting upon that proposition to accommodate 
somebody else. 
1 never did, or at least I am willing 
to say so! 
I only cull his attention to it. 
This sys­ 
tem of log-rolling is something th at we are all guil y 
of except myself. 
I never make any trades to g« t a 
vote. 
I always however, believed th at th at was the 
proper way. 
I learned it years ago under the tu i­ 
tion of an abler Senator, a better legislat ;r than 
myself—one representing now Marin county. 
1 
congratulate the Senate upon the fact th at the Sen­ 
ator from the Tenth, Mr. «Neumann, perm its U9 to 
vote upon this proposition. 
We heard him, and 
after we had listened to him we all thoug t that we 
ought to have thanked him for allowing us flret 
to listen to his hard task of speaking one way and 
voting another, so well perform ed; and second, of 
granting us the right to vote if we chose so to do. 
1 am gla ¡ «>f the privilege. 
1 am always ready to 
v te. 
I congratulate the Senator from Colusa upon 
his polite unw illingnes1 to answer in public the 
proposition which I understood him in private to be 
w’illing to assume, when I spoke yesterday as to the 
quest ion w hether or not the State should do the 
work, and as I understood him then by nod to say 
that he did not believe the State ought to do it. 
To-day, in his remarks, he said nothing in reference 
to th at mutter. 
I congratúlate the Senator from 
Solano th at he has p anted himself firmly on the 
State’s rights doctrine—on the doctrine th at the 
State of California ought not to be engaged in this 
kind of work, and I congratulate him upon having 
reached th at stage in political development back­ 
wards. 
Now, Mr. President, in answer finally to these ob­ 
jections which have been urged, I desire to say, 
fi st, th at abuse of the law simply shows an unwill­ 
ingness to amend it, or an iuab lity to rise above 
prejudice. 
A mere abuse 
of the debris A«*t 
proves nothing. The only solitary objection th at 
the Senator from the Thirteenth (Mr. Enos) made 
against this bill was made against this bill nr-re 
forcibly than he made it, last year, bv the Senator 
from Fresno (Mr. Rowe l), and the other Senators 
opposed to the bill. 
Every í ingle, solitary section 
th at he objected to was called to his attention then, 
and yet he voted tor the bill : and now to abuse the 
Debris Act simply shows that he and others guilty 
of so doing are unwilling to rise above the feelimr <»f 
passion. 
It all simply shows, in my judgm ent, that 
you are unw illing to amend it—th a t you are unwill­ 
ing to give any relief. 
For this is the only method 
of relief at present. 
No other means are- offered. 
The Senator from Solano savs the friends of a meas­ 
ure ought to propose amendments. 
I grant it. But, 
Mr. President, th at is the question, w hether they 
adm it it needs amendments. 
I believe that this 
is the only preposition—the so-called Debris Act— 
th at can be passed by this or any other Legislature, 
th a tc in give any relief to the people who need re­ 
lief. 
I do not think it needs to be amended at this 
time, because I don’t believe it possible to amend it 
at this session. * 1 believe th at it does not gv> far 
enough. 
I am willing and ready to vote for a 
separate bill to carrv out the views that 1 aii 
vanced yesterday, but I believe the debns Act ought 
to be left upon the statute books w ithout am end­ 
ments. 
1 do not believe that abuse of the law will 
answer your case when vou go to the people. Some 
Senators upon 
this floor have 
spoken 
most 
learnedly and ably of their desire to represent the 
views of 
their 
constituents. 
I have to say 
simply in answer to that, th at there are a great 
manv of us here now th at need not worry our 
minds about how our constituents will talk about 
us, for I apprehend there is a very large m ajority of 
this Senate th at never 
will be heard 
in this 
Senate again, and if we will content ourselves 
obeying our own consciences. 
If we will content 
ourselves with doing what we individually believe to 
be right, we will stand a better chance to please 
our constituents, and we will certainly stand 
a better 
chance 
of 
being 
held 
highly 
in 
their 
estimation. Beside**, 
let 
mq 
rem ark 
prophetically 
here, 
th at when the 
Committee 
on Apportionm ent presenta a bill redistricting this 
State, there are a num ber <»f Senators here who will 
find themselves in the condition of the Senator from 
the N inth, representing one district now and obliged 
to be a candidate from another district in 1882. 
Abuse of the Directors shows, in my judgm ent, 
merely personal prejudice, and shows also ignorance, 
because Section 4 of this Act gives any man who 
thinks these Directors have done wrong, a remedy. 
Section 4 
of 
this 
Act 
provides 
th at 
they 
shall 
hold 
office 
for 
tour years, 
unless 
sooner removed for 
cause by the Governor, giving 
the Governor power to remove any of the men ; anu 
if you gentlemen who talk so much, if you gentle­ 
men who know so much about these Directors, have 
any charges to m ake, there can be found in Section 
4 of this Act your remedy : there can be fonnd an 
opportunity to rid the people of these Directors, 
and if the only objection th at Senator Dickinson 
makes to this 
bill, and 
the only reason he 
g.ves 
for 
its 
repeal 
is 
because he 
is op­ 
posed to the Directors, Section 4 gives him an op­ 
portunity to rid the State of those Directors. 
Sec­ 
tion 4 gives every Senator an opportunity to present 
the m atter to the Governor, and we ought to have 
confidence enough in our Governor to believe that 
he would do right in the premises. 
Now, I say furrher, th at abuse of the work done 
shows great presum ption on the part of those 
who 
thus 
abuse 
it, and 
shows 
a 
most 
contem ptuous disregardjof the engineers, and a 
great 
disinclination 
to 
give 
the 
work 
a 
fair trial. 
Every Senator who attended the m eet­ 
ings of the Committee on Irrigation will rem em ber 
th at I put the question to Engineer Ilall and En­ 
gineer Rhoades as to w hether they considered 
th at this scheme had had a fair trial if the law' was 
repealed at this session, and they both answered th at 
it would not. 
The opinion of such men as those 
ought to weigh something with the Senators upon 
this fl«x>r. 
They ought to know Something about 
the m atter, and for Senators to say th at they are 
going to vote for the repeal of this law because Mr. 
Hall and Mr. Rhoades don’t know what they are 
talking about, and because they believe the works 
will not prove a success, shows, in my judgm ent, 
too great confidence in their own ability, and too 
much disregar«i for the opinion of others more com­ 
petent t o decide"thereupon. 
It has been a law in life, a law in this world ever 
since the world began, that all ureat improvements, 
th at all great engineering works have been derided 
and scoffed at by the people who lived at the time 
they were proposed. 
When Stephenson first arose 
in England, and announcei to the assembled savants 
and legislators of his nation th at he could build ;U> 
engine that would have a speed of fifteen miles an 
hour, and would draw thousands of tons and hun­ 
dreds of passengers behind it upon a railroad, -he 
was laughed to s«:orn ; 
he was derided and con­ 
temned, and the doors of the Lunatic Asylum were 
almost opened to perm it of his incarceration. 
Stephenson kept on ; he peí severed, and to-day the 
steam engine which draws the cars upon the ruilro«*d 
which spans a continent is a monument of his 
gei iu«, and a rebuke to those w ho deride engineers 
and engineering skill. 
. When Captain Eads first proposed in Congress a 
system of jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi 
river to im 'rove its navigation and increase its cur- j 
rent he was m et with contumely and ridicule. 
1 ■ 
w’cll remember reading the articles in the newspa- , 
pers, and the newspapers knew just as niueh then 
as they know now ; and they discutsed this engin­ 
eering question with ju st as little skill as they >ii'- 
cuss it now. 
I well remember how he was abused 
and laughed at for his scheme. 
How they saM it 
was preposterous; that he could not get any founda­ 
tion for his levees ; that it would sirapfy embark 
the United States in a losing investment of millions 
of d dlars and would result in no good. 
But Cap­ 
tain Eads found some men who believed in ei gineer- 
ing skill. 
He found some members of Congress who 
listened to him, and to-day the system of jetties 
that he has prepared and that the United Mates has 
carried into effect redeems the Missis ippi, makes 
New Orleans a new city and affords to New Orleans 
and to the whole Mississippi valley a new lease of 
life and perm its them to build up that vast section 
of our country and make it great and powerful and 
grand. 
When Samuel F B. Morse first came to Congress 
asking for a small appropriation to aid him m prop­ 
erly testing bis electric telegraph, for years he 
was kicked out ignominously from the Committee- 
rooms. 
For years he m et men as equally learned 
as the Senator from So’ano : equally as satirical as 
the Senator from Marin ; equally as stubborn as the 
Senator from Monterey, who laughed the idea to 
scorn ; w*ho said to him, “ it couldn’t be done 
v. ho said it would be money thrown aw ay. 
The idea 
of having a telegraph reach from a point 1,000 mile» 
to another, why it was ridiculous. 
Finally men 
enough were found in Congress to give him a slight 
appropriation, and the electric telegraph became a 
success, and today the lightning is taken from the 
heavens and pressed into the service of man, because 
there were fortunately some people who believed 
an engineer knew what he was talking about when 
he had given years of study to the propositions he 
advanced. 
When Ferdinand De Lesseps came before the 
crowned heads of Europe, and advanced the idev of 
a canal across the Isthm us of Suez, he found but 
one to take him by the hand and assist him. 
The 
moneyed lords of England crushed him aside. John 
Bull then said, as we do in this State about this 
scheme, in the language of Senator Kane : “ I know- 
more than you do, and 1 don't want to have any­ 
thing to do with you,” and refust d to assist him 
with either money or sympathy in his great under­ 
taking. 
The moneyed iords of Hamburg and ».f ! 
Bremen and of Berlin received his argum ents with ! 
jeers and jest, while the Emperor of Russia said he ‘ 


could not undertake it, because the wealth of all 
the Ruasias would not suffice to do the work. 
He 
found 
only 
one 
monarch 
willing 
to 
assist 
him — and 
ii 
is 
one 
bright 
star 
in 
the 
unpleasant lift of 
Louis Napoleon th at it can 
be said of him in the hereafter th at he pu t 
his shoulder to the wheel and assisted De Lessens 
in the undertaking which proved a trium phant suc­ 
cess, for to day the steam er passes through the Suez 
Canal, saving nearly *2.000 miles of travel, and re­ 
ducing the distance between India 
and G reat 
Britain one-half, and yet De Lesseps was laughed at 
»9 scornfully by men as able as any upon this Moor 
who now laugh at tfypse debris schemes. 
T hat was another illustration of the trium ph of 
the engineer—another il ustration of the tru th that 
engineers do know the subject th a t they study. 
I 
well remember, Mr. President, young as 1 am, when 
the first thought was had of a Pacific railroad. 
1 
was then in the Eastern States, and there no man 
could be found nor heard in encouragem ent of the 
scheme.

California traveling 
twenty-two days 
ami 
twenty-two 
nights 
in 
a 
stage 
across 
the 
divide between Atchison, Kansas, ami Placerville, 
California, and after such a tiresome journey, over 
such a v ist extent of rock and desert, in my puny 
judgm ent I said : “ The Pacific Railroad can eeyei 
be built. 
W hat ! run a railroad over the ari«l plains 
of Utah and N evada: run a railroad across the 
cres-t of the Sierra Nevadas; run a railroad through 
the eternal snows of the Rocky Mountains." No, it 
cannot be done.” 
I joined in th at cry. 
I followed 
then in the wake >’f these Senators who i - v deride 
engineering skill, living here in California. 
But, 
thanks to the genius of Judah ; thanks to the en 
ergv and enterpriw 
and the glory of Stanf rd, 
Crock? r and Hopkins and H untington, the Pacifn 
Railroad is to-day an assure d fact and success, de­ 
m onstrating to the world th at American engineers. 
American enterprise and American capital can do 
that 
which 
all 
the 
world 
had 
laughed to 
scorn and ridicule as unworthy of m ention, and 
with these facts n 
my mind, rem embering the 
proud record of ali these engineers from the begin­ 
ning of the world to the present tim e, and these 
proud achievements of hum anity ; with all these 
crowding fresh and bright and strong upon my 
memory, I would be wanting in self-respect, I would 
be deriding my own manhood, 1 would he doing vi­ 
olence to th at sentim ent which rises man above the 
level of the brute, if I said in my feeble ju d g m e n t: 
“ Engineers cinnot stay the tide ; engineers cannot 
keep back the rushing water of the Sacramento val 
ley.” 
I believe, Mr. President, just so surely as I 
believe iu the world, ju st so surely as I believe there 
is a God above us, that the time will come in Cali 
fornia when the people, f«.ll«»wing the lead of the en­ 
gineers, will say to the incoming tide th at now 
rushes down from the canyons and crests of the 
*• ierre Nevadas over our valleys, carrying destruc­ 
tion in its pathway and spreading ruin over the 
land, as Canute of old said to the ocean, “ thus far 
«halt thou qo and no further,” ami, unlike Canute, 
be obeyed by the willing water that answers to the 
skililui hand of the engineer trained to do his dutv.

Therefore, O Lord, knowing what 
base and contemptible things we have done tor thy 
sake, let the rays of thy golden face shine down on 
us, and render unto us as many likenesses of thy­ 
self as possible, that we may continue on in our 
base work until the stench of our* presence shall 
reach the nostrils of that God who is more powerful 
than thou, and he in his anger shall put an end to 
our miserable existence, and cast us into that heil 
we so richly deserve forever more. Amen.” N‘>w, 
my friends, three of you who have young families 
growing around you, Knowing the U(>s and downs of 
this life, do you wish to indorse any such doctrine 
as that, aud place another stumbling-block m the 
way of the future of your children. I s*»y no, and 
1 know you w ill also vote for this bill, and receive the 
thanks of the toilers throughout this State.

THE STORMS AND FLOODS IN THE EAST. 


FROM LASSEN. 
The Roberts Shooting Case—Particulars 
of the Affray. 
Under date of February 8th, we have 
received from a correspondent atSusanville 
the following particulars of the recent 
homicide at that place : 
Since Sunday last the shooting of the 
man known as David Roberts by Millard 
Steward (a notice of which was telegraphed 
to you) has been the chief subject of con­ 
versation here. Yesterday morning Coro­ 
ner Johnston summoned a jury and au in­ 
quest was held. The verdict was that 
deceased came to his death from a pistol 
shot, tired by Steward. In the afternoon 
Roberts’ body was interred. At 10 o'clock 
this morning the prisoner was brought be­ 
fore Justice Blake for an examination. 
After hearing the testimony of a num­ 
ber ef witnesses, the defendant was 
held to appear before a higher Court, 
with bonds lixed at $2,000, failing to pro­ 
cure which he was committed to jail. 
From all the information I have been able 
to obtain, the following iias been adduced : 
Some four or five nights previous to the 
shooting Roberts loaned Steward $5, which 
he promised to return the next day. Stew­ 
ard failing to keep his word, Roberta 
on Sunday morning demanded his money, 
and no doubt pressed his demand with 
abusive language. After several attempts 
on the part of Steward to borrow the 
money, they again met about 2 o’clock in 
the bar-room of the Steward House, when 
Roberts again pressed his claim and ad 
vanced towards Steward, who drew a 
small pocket Colt’s revolver and fired three 
shots, one of which hit Roberts near the 
navel, causing death to ensue iu less than 
an hour. The shooting was witnessed by 
a number of persons. Roberts was un­ 
armed. 
The bullet, which was 32 100 
caliber, passed through aud lodged 
near the spinal column. 
The deceased 
was a native of New Hampshire, aged 32 
year3, a mason by trade. From papers 
found since his death, his real name was 
David Fogg. He has been in this county 
some three or four years, during which time 
he has indulgedinnumeroussprees, in which 
he manifested a fighting, quarrelsome dis­ 
position, and was generally considered 
a hard customer for an opponent, being a 
large man and a perfect model of manly 
strength. At the time-of his death he had 
not beendrinking. Steward(whogoesbythe 
sobriquet of “ Shiner”), came to the coun­ 
ty some five or six years ago from Oregon, 
where he has a father living. He is a na­ 
tive of Louisiana, where he has a brother 
and uncle living. He is some 23 years of 
age. Since living here he has combined 
gambling with labor for a livelihood. 
Neither men have an enviable reputation. 
The storm which commenced over two 
weeks ago, Btill continues, with showers 
each day, and bids fair to eclipse that little 
shower of Noah’s. Thus far the washing 
of roads and destruction of a number of 
small bridges are the amount of damage in 
the county, resulting from the storm. 


F r ig h t f u l F a l l an d N a r r o w E scap e. 
The Folsom Telegraph of February 12th 
tells the following story : 
Frank Hemmel, who resides near Rebel 
Hill, met with au accident last Saturday 
night that might have proved most serious. 
While on his way home, the light he was 
carrying was suddenly extinguished, and 
while groping his way in the darkness, he 
fell into a mining shaft sixty-four feet in 
depth. He thinks he became unconscious 
for a time from the shock received in fall­ 
ing, as it was nearly morning when he 
realized his perilous position. He found 
himself possessed of a few matches and 
some tobacco, and as he suffered but little 
from his bruises he beguiled the tedium of 
the hours by an occasional smoke ; he also 
quenched his thirst by catching the falling 
rain in his hat. Thus he spent a portion 
of the time from Saturday night until Mon­ 
day evening, when he heard a man chop­ 
ping wood, whose attention he attracted by 
loudly calling for help, and who, with the 
help of several neighbors, succeeded in ex­ 
tricating him from his exceedingly uncom 
fortable and dangerous situation.

M ilfo rd (Pa.), February 13th.—The Del­ 
aware has Hooded the country about Bush- 
kill, doing great damage to' lumber, hay, 
fences and movable property.

An 
immense ice gorge, extending from above the 
city to a point several miles below, and 
reaching nearly to the Virginia shore, threat­ 
ens destruction to the wharves and steam­ 
boats lying at them when it begins to give. 
The damage to vessels, wharves and property 
along the river is estimated at between $50,­ 
000 and 8100,000. Must of the wharf owners 
expect greater damage when the massed ice 
moves. The damage to property and mer­ 
chandise in the inundated portion of the city 
will probably reach 8100.000, aud iu George 
town to wharves and storehouses, 875,000. 
A section of L mg Bridge, about 300 feet, was 
swept away last night, and was carried about 
100 yards down the river to the fl its, where 
it lies badly wrecked, wedged in with broken 
ice. Telegraphic communication with the 
South is badly interrupted, as all the cables 
at Long Bridge have been carried away. 
To-night only two of over 20 wires are work­ 
ing between Washington and Alexandria.

N atu ralizatio n F ra u d s—^Evidence o f a 
M artliag N ature. 
N ew Y o rk , February 13th.—The Trihunt 
to-day has the following : The investigation 
of the charges against John J. Davenport, as 
U. S. Commissioner and Chief Supervisor of 
Elections, has been dragging along nearly two 
years, and a mass of testimony has been taken 
before U. S. Commissioner Lyman. Daven­ 
port has put in a large amount of document­ 
ary evidence, and a few witnesses have been 
examined on his behalf. Yesterday a wit­ 
ness was called who gave evident-j of a start­ 
ling nature. Much has b“en said about nat­ 
uralization frauds practiced in the Superior 
and Supreme Courts iu IS58, but until yes­ 
terday no witnesses fully cognizant of the 
manner in which the frauds were conducted 
had been called on to testify. When the pro­ 
ceedings began yesterday Davenport placed 
on the stand Patrick Goff, and in 
answer to a question put by Daven­ 
port, he testified as follows: I was 
engaged in obtaining naturalization cer­ 
tificates from the Superior and Supreme 
Courts in New York in 1868. I obtained be­ 
tween 8,000 and 10,000 certificates in the 
names of various people. There were sev­ 
eral others engaged in the same business, and 
among them John Gallagher, Charles Dough­ 
erty, John Dougherty, Thomas Craig, .Tames 
McCabe, Charles McCarthy, John McGinnis. 
Patrick McOafferty, John Moran, James 
Gobb, John Gotti.k, Martin Donnelly. Roger 
Guion, Michael Kenney, Patrick Reilly, 
James Collins, Michael Morrow, Jeremiah 
Coffey, Philip Cooney and Hei-ry Jacobs. 
Lists of names were furnished me daily. 
There were eighteen or twenty clerks in the 
basement of the City Hall who were under a 
salary, and I divided the names I had 
among them. They filled out the blank 
application, putting in address. There were 
no residences written opposite the names on 
the lists furnished me, and the residences put 
in the applications were fictitious. 
The 
clerks wrote in my name as a witness for the 
persons named.” 
At this stage of the proceedings the counsel 
retained by Tammany Hall objected to wit­ 
ness answering further questions in reference 
to the papers unless the original papers were 
produced, and the examination was ad­ 
journed until Thursday next.

“ They will all retire, and if record justi­ 
fies their friends in presenting them for fur­ 
ther official tenure, possibly some of them 
may be connected with the next Administra­ 
tion. I will say right here," said Secretary 
Ramsey,” that no man ever entered the 
White House with such a continuous knowl­ 
edge of public life as Garfield has. From him

Arcldrntally Shot and killed. 
N ew Y o rk , February 13th.—General Her­ 
man Uhl, formerly business manager of the 
New York Staats Zeitung and a prominent 
member of the National Guard, accidentally 
aud fatally shot himself this afternoon at his 
home, 15 East Sixteenth street. His family, 
consisting of a wife and three children, were 
preparing for a drive in Central Park, and 
General Uhl, with his brother-in-law, Otto 
Sorotoris, was cleaning some small arms in 
the back parlor. Geueral Uhl remembered a 
revolver iu a closet of the parlor, which lie 
said needed cleaning. He went to the closet, 
and suddenly the report of a pistol rang 
through the house, and General Uhl stag­ 
gered out of the closet holding his hand to 
his left breast and gasped, “ Run for a doc­ 
tor.” Soon after the doctor arrived the Gen­ 
eral died.

.lelT. Davis' Book. 
C hicago, February 13th.—The Timesgives 
the choicest extracts from Jeff. Davis’ “ Rise 
and Fall of the Confederate Government,” 
which will be issued early in the spring. He 
dedicates the work to the widows and orphans 
of the Confederate dead, saying that he con­ 
ceives it to be his duty to prepare this history. 
He acquits the South of the responsibility for 
slavery, which he treats as only an incident 
of the secession movement. The paramount 
question was equality in Territories, and to 
the inability of the South to secure 
the slave cede he traces the conflict 
which bur-t into an open war. 
He 
opposed the Missouri compromise as a 
surrender of the rights of the South, but says 
its repeal forced the S' nth to take a decided 
stand. He says the election of Lincoln put 
the Federal Government in the hands of a 
part}’ under which the Southern States could 
uot live. Several chapters are devoted to 
vindicating the right of secession. He de­ 
nounces as a gross breach of faith the attempt 
of the Government to supply Forts Sumter 
and Pickens with provisions aud ammuni­ 
tion, justifies their seizure bv the Confeder­ 
ates, and lays on the North the responsibility 
tor all the bloodshed. Mr. Davis fixes upon 
himself the responsibility of prolonging the 
struggle after he was convinced that success 
was impossible. The concluding chapter, it 
is expected, will defend his policy.

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FOKEHIN NEW S. 
Anti-Coercion Meeting in Lonilnn. 
L ondon, February 13th.—An anti-coercion 
meeting was held in Hyde Park to-day. An 
attempt to start an independent anti-coercion 
demonstration in the park a little distance 
from the spot designated for the regular 
meeting led to the beating of au unpopular 
and somewhat intoxicated orator, said to be 
an Irishman, who was pursued out of the 
gates by a rough mob. An immense crowd 
assembled to witness the arrival of the pro­ 
cession, but no opposition or hostility was 
manifested. The procession comprised about 
six bands, each with considerable fol­ 
lowing. 
One of the prominent figures 
was a soldier with a greeu rosette on his 
uniform. There were many banners bearing 
the inscriptions “ Release Davitt,” “ We 
Want the Land that Bore Us ” and “ Union 
and Victory.” The procession was swelled 
by contingtDts from the Magna C'hartar As­ 
sociations aud the Democratic Workmen’s 
Clubs. At the place where the procession 
halted there was a dense throng, numbering 
some thousands, and composed mainly of 
Irish, 
who

enthusiastic. 
Among

were 
T. 
P. 
O’Connor, Isaac Nelson and John Red­ 
mond, Home Rule members of Parliament. 
The meeting was divided into three sections, 
which were at such a distance apart as not 
to interfere with each other. The speakers 
declared that Gladstone was raised into power 
by the radical workingmen, and by them 
would be deposed. Allusions of tbis kind, as 
well as remarks disparaging to the House of 
Lords, were enthusiastically received. At 
the close of the meeting the crowd marched 
eastward by way of Picadilly and St. James 
street. At the foot of St. .Tames street the con­ 
veyances containing the leaders halted, so as 
to give their followers an opportunity to close 
up and making an imposing demonstration 
through Pall Mall. There was vigorous 
groaning opposite the Guards’ Club, and 
wherever else any one was visible at the win­ 
dows. particularly at the Carleton. Opposite 
the Reform Club the mob halted, and the 
leaders called for cheers for Davitt and 
Cowen and groans for the Tory member for 
Bradford, meaning Forster, ami for the 
Liberal renegades, all of which were heartily 
given. No display of force was made by the 
authorities.

V ienna, February 13th.—Judgment has 
been pronounced on thirteen Socialists, who 
have been on trial the last few days. One 
was convicted of high treason and sentenced 
to four years’ imprisonment, another to six 
months’ imprisonment. All the others were 
rcqnitted.The Situation In Fngland. 
L ondon, February 14tb—a. m.— All the 
necessary arrangements were made yesterday 
to arrest the leading Home Rulers iu Lon­ 
don, includicg three or four Members of Par­ 
liament, at once, had there been any out­ 
break. The temper of England is undeniably 
rising and growing dangerously bitter on this 
subject. The increasing activity of the Feni­ 
ans in different parts of England is undoubt­ 
edly a source of anxiety to the authori­ 
ties. 
All day long to-day there has 
been an uneasy feeling lest the public 
meetings called to express sympathy with 
Davitt should be made an opportunity for 
creating some serious disturbance. The pub­ 
lic offices in Downing street, it is said, were 
to be attacked, and they have been guarded 
all day. Gladstone left his official residence 
in Downing street last night, it not being 
thought wise for him to remain there over 
the day, as in the event of an outbreak that 
part of London would be open to an on­ 
slaught of the mob.

The St. Petersburg press favor an increase 
of duty on jute sacks, but the Finance Min­ 
ister says it is impossible, a.- the vital inter­ 
ests of the Russiau grain trade aud American 
competition render it necessary that no in­ 
crease in the cost of exports hence be allowed. 
A terrific snow-storm in the northwest 
blockaded nearly all the railroads Saturday, 
and at Toledo, (>., disastrous breaking up of 
an ice gorge took place, doing great damage. 
At Washington, 1). C., the water rose and 
flooded the lower portion of the city, and in 
the hotels on Pennsylvania avenue the water 
stood three feet on the ground floors. The 
flood at New Orleans continues, and in all 
directions, east and south, reports of dan-age 
by high water are received. 
The Michigan Avenue Baptist Church at 
Chicago was gutted by fire Saturday night. 
The janitor has been arrested on suspicion of 
incendiarism. 
The ninetieth anniversary of Peter Cooper’s 
birthday was celebrated at Cooper Union, 
New York, Saturday. He gave 840,000 to 
the institution. 
The huge tank of the Standard Oil Coin 
pany at Berger Point, New Jersey, exploded 
and burned Saturday, causing a loss of 
812.000 to 815,000. 
During the week ended Saturday. 120.405 
standard silver dollars were circulated, against 
138,997 the corresponding week of 1880, and 
84.510.000 in gold bullion was transferred 
from the New YVirk Assay Office to the Mint 
at Philadelphia for coinage into eagles and 
half eagles. This makes the aggregate near­ 
ly 810 000,000 in gold transferred to the 
Philadelphia Mint this month. 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts and William L 
Ashmead Bartlett were married Saturday 
morning at Christ’s Church. London. The 
marriage ceremony was performed by Rev. 
\V. C. Cardinell, assisted by Rev. Henry 
White. Chaplain of Savoy Chapel Royal. No 
one but the nearest relatives and most inti­ 
mate friends of the parties were present. 
At Laughrea Harbor, Irelaqd, a Land 
Leaguer has been sentenced to three months 
iu prison for a seditious speech, in which he 
declared he owed no allegiance to the British 
Crown. 
The two parties in convention at Rome in 
favor of universal suffrage having adjusted 
their differences, the Convention has adopted 
a motion demanding universal suffrage. A 
letter from Garibaldi was read, affirming the 
present agitation should continue until the 
wishes of the people were satisfied. Gari­ 
baldi was then elected President. 
A company of infantry has been detailed 
in Ontario to enforce writs of judgment 
against the delinquent taxpayers. 
Lieutenant Percy Hooper of the Royal En­ 
gineers, says a Condon dispatch, was found 
-hot dead in Brompton Barracks last even­ 
ing. A revolver was found lying some dis­ 
tance away. The murder is believed to have 
been committed by Fenians. 
POOR. PERU. 
Further Details of Lima’s Fall—Destruc­ 
tion of Property. 
[Bv ielegraph.i 
N ew Y ork. February 12th.—The steamer 
Athos, from Colon, confirms the fall of Lima. 
On January 14th the Chileans advanced iu a 
heavy fog unobserved, until the second 
Chilean line was within 400 meters of the 
enemy, and their first line was engaged in a 
hand to hand conflict for two hours. The 
Peruvians maintained the fight twelve hours, 
until 4 p. ii., when, being nearly flanked by 
the Chileans, who lost heavily, they were 
obliged to retire. Two days later, the Peru­ 
vian reserve of 6,000 young men of Lima re­ 
sisted the Chilean advance, firing from 
breastworks for five hours, when the Chileans 
forced their way into the town of Miradores 
and reduced it to ashes. The losses iu killed 
and wounded in the two battles is estimated 
at 9,000 Peruvians and 7,000 Chileans. The 
Peruvian loss in material is immense, and 
leaves the army of the center entirely with­ 
out means of war. The Chileans entered 
Lima on the 17th without resistance, and es­ 
tablished a local government, witfi Godal, 
former Chilean Minister in Ecuador, as l’re 
feet. J he Capital was orderly. The popu­ 
laos burned the Chinese quarters on the 15th 
of January, on account of alleged enmity of 
the Chinese to the country. 
Pierola, Commander-in-Chief and Presi­ 
dent of Peru, could do nothing to withstand 
the effect of the surprise of the 13;h of No­ 
vember aud slaughter of the 15th. Before 
bis departure he gave orders if any Peruvian 
officers in command of ships desired to save 
them by flight, trusting to the superior speed, 
they were privileged to do so. None made 
the attempt, and on the surrender of Lima 
and Callao, the forts, batteries and ships were 
blown up and burned. Several forts were 
blown up, with considerable loss, it is said, 
to the invaders, but there was not the slight­ 
est evidence that the city was so generally 
ruined as the Peruvians claimed. 
General La Cosera, commander of the Peru­ 
vian reserve, is accused of treason, coward­ 
ice, and all sorts of crimes, and was forced to 
take refuge in the British Legation. He went 
to Guayaquil by Santiago, aud on the way 
suffered many indignities at the hands of the 
populace at various ports, aud from passen­ 
gers on board. The Army of the Center was 
the finest Peru ever put in the field, and has 
been completely beaten, demoralized and 
practically wiped out of existence. 
Montero was appointed by Pierola, on his 
flight, Commander of the Army of the North 
and Sotar of the South. The Army of the 
North consists of a number of scattered bat­ 
talions without the means of mobilization 
and hav ing neither headquarters nor organi­ 
zation. The Army of the South, with head­ 
quarters at Arequipa, numbers less than 10,­ 
090 men, and any operations from that quar­ 
ter against Tacna and Arica are said to he 
impossible. The Chilean forces, in consider­ 
able strength, still hold those points. 


E m b alm in g a t S e a .—T he following is 
from the San F'rancisco CaV : 
Every steamer sailing for China from 
this port takes in the steerage a large num­ 
ber of returning Mongolians, a large por­ 
tion of whom are sick and suffering from 
incurable diseases. Death is a frequent 
occurrence among them, and the deceased 
is generally embalmed after an inexpensive 
and effective method. The embalmment of 
the defunct heathen is thus described by a 
gentlemen who took passage upon the 
steamship Belgic upon her last trip : “ I 
saw the interesting process of embalmment 
this morning. The surgeon invited me to 
witness it, and I gladly availed myself of 
the opportunity. On the floor of the 
wheel-house lay the deceased, a rather fat 
specimen for a Chinaman, although little 
else but skin and bone. The surgeon cut 
a gash in the neck, picked up an artery, 
tapped it, and with a hand-pump injected 
about two gallons of arsenical solution 
into the veins, till they stood out all oyer 
the body as if th’ey would burst. Having 
tied up the artery to keep the fluid in, the 
body was placed in the rough redwood 
box. sealed up and put on top of the wheel- 
house, where were a number of others. 
The remains of all who die in passage are 
stored on the top of the wheel-house; 
hence the name Lone Mountain is applied 
to it. It is said that a death a day is not 
an infrequent occurrence on board the 
steamers.

The heech-comhers at Astoria, Or., are 
reaping a harvest from the immense 
amount of drift wood coming down the 
river caused by the floods in the interior. 
The Mint building and adjoining grounds 
at The Dalles have been turned over to the 
\\ asco Independent Academy Association 
by the State agent, J. A. Campbell. 
Mrs. John Brown is the mother of the 
first child born in Cheney, W. T. The 
North Pacific Railroad Company, it is ru­ 
mored, will make tiie little one a present 
of a town lot. 
It is thought that Lake county has put 
its foot in it >n the lawsuit to which it has 
invited the Sulphur Bank mine, in the mat­ 
ter of taxation. 
That company has ac­ 
cepted the wager of the battle. 
A gourd is to he shown at the Santa Bar­ 
bara Art Exhibition which was raised in 
1763, and carried through the Revolution­ 
ary \Var as a shot gourd. It wa3 in several 
battles—Yorktown. Semis Heights and the 
surrender of Cornwallis. 
By the bunding of the Carson ami ('clo­ 
rado Railroad and the B. M. and A. Rail­ 
road Churchill county farmers are deprived 
of one of their most lucrative resources. 
Heretofore they have had a market for all 
their hay and grain at their own doors. 
Soon after the workmen on the Santa 
Clara coal mine, Los Angeles county, left 
the mine for dinner on Saturday the mine 
caved in through ail its length. Had the 
accident occurred five minutes sooner, not 
one of the fourteen miners would have es­ 
caped death. 
Dona Ana, New Mexico, was a town of 
historical remembrances and dilapidated 
ruins until the recent advent of the rail­ 
road there. Now civilization and seven­ 
teen saloons hold sway, and are rapidly 
forcing both remembrances and ruins into 
the background. 
A landslide occurred a few days ago 
near Rough and Ready, on Deer Creek, 
Nevada county. The earth rushed down 
the canyon with such force that it swept 
everything away. It struck the hoisting 
works of the Forlorn Hope mine, totally 
demolishing the building. 
Says the Santa Rosa Republican: W. 
S. Staley has discovered a Golgotha of the 
antediluvian world in the gulch on the 
Wall place, near this city. The bones are 
of enormous size, and petrified, of half-a- 
dozen extinct creatures, some of them, 
thigh bones, are six inches in diameter. 
At El Paso, or near there, where the 
junction of railroads is to be made, it is 
stated that all the roads centering there, 
three or four in number, are to join and 
build a huge depot house. The Atchison, 
I "'’oDeka and Santa Fe has fifty acres there, 
the arrangements for work are going 
o— satisfactorily. 
The road between Spokane Falls and 
Walla Walla, W. T., is strewn with dead 
horses and cattle. 
At one place were 
counted not less than sitxy-three head. At 
Big Bend, once the winter paradise for 
stock, snow is two feet deep, and covered 
with a crust of ice two inches thick, and 
fairly dotted with carcasses. 
The last Montana Munchausenisin is to 
the effect that the cold was so intense last 
week in Madison Valley that'the wind was 
unable to blow, and ducks, prairie chickens 
and other feathered game, in endeavoring 
to reach the Geyser Basin, were frozen 
solid in the air, where they will be com­ 
pelled to remain until the spring thaw. 
They are catching wild hogs in the 
South Fork swamp, Modoc county. Some 
of these animals have been running in the 
tules tor nine years, have attained an im­ 
mense size and are very savage. One of 
them killed two dogs in the endeavor to 
capture him. Some have tusks two inches 
in length. 
The big iron hub for the Yellow Jacket 
works weighs 21 tons, and is so large that 
it could uot pass through the railroad tun­ 
nel at Gold Hill, Nev. Forty-two horses 
were required to haul the truck on which 
it was placed up the hill to the Divide, 
when 22 of the horses were taken off. The 
casting was taken to the railroad depot in 
Virginia and placed on a car and taken to 
the Jacket works. In order to get it 
through the Virgiaia tunnel it was neces­ 
sary to remove three sets of timbers from 
the south end.
